However the productivity of animal husbendry, which today provides 28 percent of 
the repuslic’s gross agricultural output, is still lagging behind the modern 
requirements and the needs and demands of the population. This is why the Central 
Committee of the Communist Party of Azerbaijan considered it necessary, during its 
Pienum, to analyze thoroughly the status of the branch and to define the republic's 


tasks for turther deveioping animal husbandry and strengthening its feed base. 


The plenum was preceedec by a great amount of organizational and party-political 
work. Following the pubiication, in early August 1981, of the decision to convene 
the vienum, discussions were held throughout the republic on the problems of 

animal husbancry and feed production. The plenums and meetings of bureaus of 
oblast, municipal and rayon party committees, the boards of agricultural ministries 
and departments and the meetings held in primary party organizations and the labor 
collectives of kolkhozes, sovkhozes, interfiarm enterprises and organizations were

Last year the 
livery weight for livestock in (the republic amounted to an average of 296 
lograms. Of the 80,000-85,C00 head of young stock being supplied to meat 
combines annually, only one fourth are being sold at weights ranging from 360 to 
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(he most vulnerable area in this branch is also animal productivity -- lower than 
the average branch indicators. 

fnose participating in the Plenum displayed a high degree of exactingness in their 
examination of the status of affairs in such branches as pig farming, poultry 
caising, apiculture and fish pond operations. While placing emphasis on the 
intensive factors for animal husbandry development, they else underscored the great 
»pportunities available for achieving quantitative growth. By raising the intensity 
of use of irrigated lands and introducing into operations a scientifically sound 
system of crop retation plans, the overwhelming majority of cotton production and 
grape growing farmas, for example, can and must expand considerably the capabilities 


of che dairy-beef farms. 


In the report and in the speeches by the ist Secretary of the Apsheronskiy Rayon 
Party Committee T.A. Gumbatovaya and the chief zootechnician for the agricultural- 
marketing production association in Astarinskiy Rayon A.K, Babayev, serious concern 
was registered regarding the high level of barrenness in the livestock, the losses 
caused by murrain and the low level of breeding work. In the process, emphasis was 
Qiaced upon the increasing role and responsibility of zootechnicians and veterinary 


doctors for reproduction of the herd and for raising its pedigree qualities and 


Many speakers Jiscussed the intensification of feed production as a key task in the 
development of animal husbandry. Much has been accomplished throughout the republic 
in connection with specialization and concentration in animal husbandry. During 
1969-1971 period, the volume of feed production in feed units increased by a 
factor of 2.4. However, the overall status of the feed base is not in keeping with 
the tasks for raising animal husbandry to a qualitativeiy new level. Even during 
the very favorable year of 1981, the plans for procuring silage, feed root crops 
and vitamin-enriched meal were not fulfilled. Only 19 quintals of feed units, 
against a norm calling for 28-30 quintals, were procured per standard head of

(he cropping power of such important forage crops as corn for grain and silage, 
alraifa and root crops was low. And the chief reserve here is that of raising the 
return trom an irrigated hectare. The renublic possesses the potentiai for 
obtaining a consiauerable quantity of additional feed through an expansion of early

area Of approximately 12,000 hectares throughout Che republic. However, owing to 
crude miscalculations during planning and construction and a wasteful attitude 

with regard co their operation, a majority of the pastures were unsuitable for use.

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In their speeches, the lst secretary Gf the Khanlarskiy Rayon Party Committee 

M.M. Ashurov and the senior shepherd at the Kolkhoz imeni Kirov in Kakhskiy Rayon 
M.Kh. Mirzoyey criticized sharply the leaders of a number of ministries and 
departments and particulariv the republic's Ministry of Agriculture, for not 
performing in the role of organizers of the campaign to improve animal aousbandry 
mad feed production and to introduce scientific achievements and leading experience 
into production operations. 

In the work of the Plenum, consicerabie importance was attached to the development 
of private plots and subsidiary farms throughout the republic. Last year the 
private plots of the population produced 88,000 tons of meat, 448,000 tons of milk 
and 461 million eggs, or 1.6-1.8 times more tian during 1969. At the same time, 
the leaders in Agdashskiy, Astériaskiy, cangelanskfy, Masallinskiy, Mir-Bashirskiy, 
Saatlinskiy and other rayons were criticized for not displaying concern for the 


private pilots. 


As emphasized during the Plenum, the new stage in the campaign to improve animai 
husbandry requires a higher level of party management and more modern methods for 
carrying out work among the masses. The republic's party organization has proven 
that it is capable of successfully solving extremely complicated large-scale tasks 
associated with raising the efficiency of agricultural production. There is every 
reason to believe that the program prepared in the republic for the further 
development of animal husbandry during the 1980's will be carried out successfully.

"he heart of the food program is the intensive development of animal husbandry, 


whose potential and output are to develop at faster than average rates, which 
hy the Basic Directions for the Economic and Sociai Development of the 
SSR Over the Period of 1981-1985 and Up to the Year 1990 has set the produc- 


ion of the products of animal husbandry at the following levels:

with bulls of beef cattle breeds to intensify beef production even on 
arms engaged in dairy cattle raising. 


But the operation must be organized in such a way that only heavy weli-nour- 

ished livestock its used for meat. State procurements inspectorates are called 
upon to monitor most strictly the fulfillment of this important requirement in 
close interaction with local people's control authorities and soviets of peo- 


ple’:s deputies. 


In order to increase milk production the output of dairy cows on kolkhozes and 
sovkhozes has to be raised to 3,000 kg, and in regions where dairy farming is 
advanced to 4,000-5,000 kg per year. It is intensification which will make it 
possible to reduce the inputs of labor and feed per unit output and to 
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requirements of soctalized animal husbandry as well as those of livestock and 

oultcy which are the personal property of individuals. According to calcula- 

tions of specialists, increasing the r S among con- 
ited feeds will by 1985 reduce by 18 percent the consumption of concen- 
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trated feeds per unit output of the product of animal husbandry. 


Along with the manufacture of mixed feeds, enterprises of the system of the 
USSR Ministry of Procurements, striving to meet the feed requirements of kol- 


ozes and sovkhozes, are using grain waste (after proper treatment), hulls, 


rid other ingredients in preparing feed mixtures. In the ]0th Five-Year Plan 
bout 3.5 million tons of these feed mixtures were manufactured. In addition, 


bout 600,000 tons of rice husks were shipved to enterprises of the hydrolysis 
lustry for the production of fodder veasts. 


in the fieid of procurements the 26th CPSU Congress set the task of increasing 
purchases of the products of animal husbandry aiong with a substantial

2. Improving the Quality of Products Procured 


Improving the quality of farm products has particular importance at the pres- 
ent time. "The production of high-quality foodstuffs in sufficiency and in a 


broad assortment," L. IT. Brezhnev emphasized at the November (1979) Plenum of 
the CPSU Centrai Committee, "is one of the most important tasks which follow 
from the party's course toward raising the well-being of the workers.” 


"Better™ almost always means more and more efficient as well. For example, 
milk with high butterrfat content makes it possib_e to produce more butter 
from the same amount. Increasing the delivery weight of cattle to 400 kg in- 
creases the yield o: beef 500,000-600,000 tons for the country as a whole. 
Consequently, large resources which would be spent to maintain the additional 
animals are thereby saved. 


The quality of the products of animal husbandry depends basically on the ani- 
mal breeds, the geographic zone, natural and climatic conditions, the adequacy 
of supply to the livestock and poultry of high-quality balanced feed, the ob- 
servance of proper veterinary and sanitary conditions in the livestock-raising 
operations and industrial-type poultry farms, and the condition of plant and 
equipment anda vehicles. 


Purchases of grade A milk increased substantially in the ]0th Five-Year Plan 
by comparison with the previous one. There was improvement in the quality of 
wool, eggs, raw hides and karakul, and the average delivery weight and nour- 
ishment of cattle and hogs increased somewhat. Success was achieved in im- 
proving the quality of certain types of farm products as a result of the orga- 
nizational and political work of party, Soviet, Komsomol, trade union, and ag- 
ricultural and procurement authorities to carry out the decisions of the 25th 
CPSU Congress and the July (1978) Plenum of the CPSU Central Committee. 


yet these favorable results must not lull the personnel of state procurements 
inspectorates and procurements ministries of union republics, since a large 
unused potential for improvement of quality exists even for the products men- 
tioned. Some farms are selling low-weight livestock which has not been suffi- 
ciently fattened and milk that is below grade or has low butterfat content 

or, in certain cases, is unsuitable for industrial processing because of high 
acidity and from not having been kept clean. Even though itt is well known 
that selling products and raw materials to the state which do not meet quality 
standards is highly detrimental to the economy of kolkhozes, sovkhozes and the 
national economy as a whole. 


Livestock. The average delivery weight of cattle increased over the 5-year 
period (annual average) by 30 kg for the country as a whole over the Ninth 
Five-Year Plan. An increase in average delivery weight of cattle was achieved 
in all union republics. The largest increases in animal weight were achieved 
bv the kolkhozes and sovkhozes of Turkmen SSR--67 kg, Armenian SSR--49, 
Ukrainian SSR--34, Estonian SSR--33 and Belorussian SSR--31 kg. 


The average delivery weight of young cattle purchased increased 29 kg over the 
5-year period. The largest increase in average delivery uf weight of 








livestock was achieved by farms and state procurements inspectorates of Turk- 
nen SSR--90 kg, Armenian SSR--66, Kazakh SSR--44, Azerbaijan SSR and Tajik 
SSR--43, Estonian SSR--41, Ukrainian SSR--37, and Uzbek SSR, Georgian SSR and 


Latvian SSR--33 ke. 


The share of cattle meeting the top grade with respect to fatness (vysshaya 
upitannost') increased by 11 percent. The largest increase in purchases of 
cattie at the top degree of fitness was in Armenian SSR--35 percent, in 
Ukrainian SSR and Azerbaijan SSR--20 percent, in Georgian SSR and Tajik SSR-- 
18 percent, in Turkmen SSR~~14 percent and Belorussian SSR--13 percent. 


the vigorous organizational effort of state procurements inspectorates moni- 
toring measures aimed at improving the weight and fatness of livestock pro- 
cured has helped to improve the quality of livestock purchased to a consider- 


able degree. 


iu Ukrainian SSR the specialization of farms in fattening cattle and hogs help 
to improve the quality of the livestock procured. At the present time the re- 
public has set up 1,165 farms spectalizing in the fattening of cattle and hogs, 
and in addition there are 225 interfarm fattening enterprises. The republic's 
specialized fatms are selling the state 48.5 percent of the total volume of 
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Commissions made up of specialists of agricuitural authorities have been set 
up in rayons in a number of oblasts of Ukrainian SSR, on the recommendations 
of state procurements inspectorates and under their supervision, in order to 
improve the quality of livestock procured. The commission members check the 
weight and fattening of the animals before they are shipped to livestock pro- 
curement points. 


Good figures for fattening livestock were achieved in Ukrainian SSR during the 
LOth Five-Year Plan by the kolkhozes and sovkhozes of Cherkasskaya, Chernigov- 
skaya, Ivano-Frankovskayva, L'vovskaya, Chernovitskaya, Ternopol'skaya, Roven- 
skaya, and Kiyevskaya Oblasts, which sold to the state 77-87 percent of the 
cattle in the top degree of fatness, while the relative share of young cattle 
in the top degree of fatness was 89-94 percent of purchases. 

Milk. The quality of milk procured increased systematically during the 10th 
Five-Year Plan. The delivery of class 1 milk in the total volume of milk pur- 
chases was 65.9 percent on the basis of the annual average, as against 39.3 
percent in the Ninth Five-Year Plan. In 1980 the share of class 1 milk 
reached 75 percent. The largest success in improving milk quality was 
achieved by the farms and state procurements inspectorates of Estonian SSR, 
where in 1980 the percentages of class | milk in total purchases was 92.5 per- 
cent, while in Ukrainian SSR it was 89.5 percent, in Lithuanian SSR 88.7 per- 
cent, in Uzbek SSR 87.2 percent, in Latvian SSR 86.4 percent, in Belorussian 
SSR and Tajik SSR 83.3 percent, in Krasnoyarskiy Kray 90 percent, in Lenin- 
gradskaya and Belgorodskaya Oblasts 89 percent, in Kurskaya Oblast 87 percent, 
in Tatarskaya ASSR and Lipetskaya Oblast 83 percent, and in Moskovskaya, Gor'- 
kovskaya and Ryazanskaya Oblasts 81 percent. 
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There was a substantial increase in sales of chilled milk by kolkhozes and 
sovkhozes, representing about 44 percent of the total volume. Delivery of 
miik with low acidity increased again in 1980 and represented 90.1 percent, 
and sales of milk in group I with respect to the degree of purity was 86 per- 
cent. 


The large success in improving milk quality resulted to a considerable degree 
from the vigorous organizational effort of state procurements inspectorates. 
For example, in Estonian SSR the republic procurements ministry and state pro- 
curements inspectorates have been constantly organizing inspections of the 
Sanitary condition of livestock farms, and the work of stockmen has been paid 
iy accordance with their recommendation as a function of product quality. 


The know-how of party, Soviet, procurement and agricultural authorities in 
Mironovskiy Rayon in Kiyevskaya Oblast, Vinnitskiy Rayon in Vinnitskaya Oblast 
ind Radekhovskiy Rayon in L'vovskaya Oblast in improving the quality of milk 
has been widely applied in Ukrainian SSR. 


The know-how of state procurements inspectorates of Ukrainian SSR deserves 
wide dissemination. On their initiative councils for the quality of farm 
products have been set up and are operating successfully in a majority of the 
republic's rayons; these councils are made up not only of personnel of state 
procurements inspectorates, but also specialists in agriculture and people's 
control. Mobile milk-monitoring laboratories, created on initiative of the 
UkSSR Ministry of Procurements, are helping to improve milk quality. The lab- 
oratories are headed by employees of state inspectorates, and their staffs in- 
clude specialists of other interested departments. When they check dairy 
farms, they issue recommendations to correct shortcomings and to improve milk 


quality. 


Acceptance ot milk on the farm and subsequent specialized transportation by 
procurement agencies have great importance to preserving the quality of the 
milk. But this method is being introduced slowly at the present time, though 
its advantages and effectiveness are obvious. This work has been better orga- 
nized in Estonian SSR, where in !980 70.7 percent oi all the milk procured was 
transported from koilkhozes and sovkhozes by this method, while the figure in 
Tajik SSR was 48.4 percent, in Lithuanian SSR 47.5 and in Belorussian SSR 35.7 


percent. 


The principal ways of improving milk quality are to regularly improve the 
quality ot the herd, to strengthen fodder resources and to improve plant and 
equipment (the supply of dairy equipment, filters and disinfectants, and cool- 
ers), strict observance of veterinary and sanitary conditions on dairy farms, 
contro] of bacterial and other contamination of milk and improvement of the 
health of dairy cows; the setting up of laboratories on dairy farms to evalu- 
ate milk quality; on-farm acceptance of milk and its delivery by the vehicles 


of procurement agencies; proper selection, assignment and training of person- 


nel attending dairy farms; and moral and material incentives of dairy farm 
personnel to improve the quality of milk. 














State economic incentives to encourage the sale of milk has great importance 
to improvement oi the product's quality, and sound prices are one of the most 
important instruments for that. 


3. Economic Incentives To Increase Sales of Livestock Products to the State 
and To Improve Their Quality 


The decree of the CPSU Central Committee and USSR Council of Ministers enti- 
tled "On [Improving Planning and Strengthening the Influence of the Economic 
Mechanism on Increasing Production Efficiency and Work Quality" has envisaged 


measures for economic stimulation of sales to the state, including the prod- 
ucts of livestock raising. 


In connection with the establishment of unified plans of state purchases and 
in order to maintain the average ievel of payments per unit of agricultural 
output that has prevailed in previous years, new purchase prices have been in- 
troduced which include the total amount of supplements paid for above-plan 
sale of output or for its sale beyond the previous level attained. In the 
1981-1985 period the supplement paid to kolkhozes, sovkhozes and other agri- 
cultural organizations is in the amount of 50 percent of the new wholesale 
prices for sale to the state of the products of animal husbandry over and 
above the average level attained in the 10th Five-Year Plan--of livestock, 
poultry, milk, wool, eggs, karakul, and antlers of the Siberian stag and spot- 
. Calculations show that if the plans for sales to the state are 
ed, farm income will annually increase by 4 billion rubles solely by 
virtue of the 50-percent supplement to purchase prices. 
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More than 1 billion rubles have been set aside to raise the purchase prices 
for milk. About 580 million rubles have been set aside to raise prices of 
cattle, sheep and hogs. In RSFSR, Lithuanian SSR and certain other union re- 
publics prices of rabbits and poultry have been raised. 


The state pays for farm products at the established purchase prices provided 
their quality meets certain standards. The average content of a set of useful 
characteristics typical of a given area and of the average conditions for pro- 
duction of those products is taken as the quality of standard of agricultural 
products. Base conditions are such a standard. 


As a rule the purchase prices are set per ton of the product of animal hus- 
bandry assuming they meet the base conditions with respect to quality. Sup- 
plements to wholesale prices have been established for higher quality of the 
products of animal husbandry, and reductions for lower quality. For example, 
kolkhozes, sovkhozes and other state and cooperative farms are paid supple- 
ments to purchase prices in the following proportions for heavy young cattle:

Bullealves, castrated bullcalves, and heifers (telki and neteli) up to 3 years 
»slé come under the standard for young cattle. Bullcalves up to 2 years old 
with a live weight of 300 kg or more are paid for at the price for livestock 
in the top degree of fatness regardless of deposits of subcutaneous fat pro- 
vided their characteristics meet the standard with respect to other indica- 





Calves in the first fatness category are paid for at the prices for livestock 
of average fatness, and those in the second category at prices for livestock 
below average fatness. 

ttie are paid for with supplements to or discounts from the purchase prices 
depending on the fatness. The purchase prices of cattle were set for animals 


»9f average fatness. A supplement of 25 percent of the price is paid on cattle 
with the top degree of fatness, and a discount of 60 percent is applied to the 
price for thin cattle. 


The purchase price on hogs was set for young meat-type animal; a ‘‘\'-percent 
supplement to the price is paid in purchases of bacon-type hogs, and deduc- 
tions of 8-10 percent are applied to the prices in purchases of lard-type hogs. 
The sale of heavy lambs to the state is encouraged by the purchase prices. 
These lambs have meat of high quality, but on the basis of finish they usually 
come under the standard for the category of sheep with below-average fatness. 
Consequent!y, lambs up to | year are paid for at the prices on sheep with su- 
perior fatness regardless of deposits of subcutaneous fat provided they meet 
the minimum weight of 30 kg for meat-and-tallow lambs, 24 kg for Romanov and 
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28 kg for other breeds. 
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The purchase prices for sheep and goats have been set for animals of average 
. A 20-percent supplement is paid in purchases of sheep and goats 
whose fatness is classified as superior, and discounts of 25 and 60 percent 
are applied respectively in purchases of animals classified as below average 
ind emaciated with respect to fatness. 
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Purchase prices of milk have been set for the second grade. The grades are 
cetermined as a function of butterfat content (differentiated by union repub- 
r 


lics from 3.3 to 4.0 percent), acidity, bacterial count and purity. A supple- 
ment of 7 percent is applied to the price when first-class milk is purchased, 
| a discount of 7 percent is applied to milk that is below standard. When

(he purchase prices of eggs for the table were set on the assumption that the 
eves come into the first category with respect to weight. A discount of 10

-urehase prices of sheep's wool vary within the range of 28-66 percent depend- 
ing on quality, which is determined by types, classes and subclasses. An ad- 
ditional 20-percent deduction is applied to the normal price on defective wool 
containing weeds and burs. 
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Thanks to the oiganizational and explanatory effort of state procurements in- 
spectorates many kolkhozes and sovkhozes are taking effective advantage of the 
incentives for selling high-quality products to the state. For example, kol- 
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khozes and sovkhozes of Ukrainian SSR received about 5 billion rubles of sup- 
plements to purchase prices during the 10th Five-Year Plan by selling high- 
quality products of animal husbandry to the state.

Farms in Rostovskaya Oblast received 8 million rubies in supplements for sell- 
ing the state heavy young cattle during the last 5-year period. 


Selline the state first-class milk which had been chilled brought the farms of

For example, with the help of state pro- 
curements inspectorates farms of Semipalatinskaya Oblast in KaSSR fattened and 

ld to the state in 1980 426,000 head of lambs with an average live weight of 
29 kg. Certain farms in that oblast had still ~-t.ter results. 


We must note that the higher new purchase prices extend to the products sold 
to the state by individuals. It has been calculated that individuals will re- 
ceive an additional 135-140 million rubles per year in selling products at the 
new purchase prices. 


In the llth Five-Year Plan the conditions for settlement with kolkhozes and 
sovkhozes for delivery of products have also been improved. Beginning in 1981 
procurement, trade and other enterprises and organizations purchasing the 
products of animal husbandry will absorb all expenses of their shipment, for- 
warding and unloading. When products are delivered by the vehicles of kol- 
khozes and sovkhozes, these enterprises and organizations reimburse the farms 
those expenses at the standards and rates for that type of transport which was 
used. Up until 1981 such expenses of kolkhozes and sovkhozes were reimbursed 
at the uniform rates for truck shipment regardless of the type of transport 
used. It was not uncommon for the farms to incur losses for that reason.

4, Combating Losses of Livestock Products 


Livestock and Poultry. Losses of cattle, hogs and sheep are occurring on cer- 
tain kolkhozes, sovkhozes and interfarm enterprises mainly because of death. 
Death can be avoided by improving care of the animals, by maintaining the 
proper veterinary and sanitary supervision over the condition of livestock and 
poultry, and by improving the quality of feed. 


Livestock procurement organizations are allowing losses in the form of weight 
loss of livestock and poultry because they have violated the rules in keeping 
animals too long in yards before slaughter, during shipment and for other rea- 


Sons. 


A large number of day-old roosters are slaughtered every year on poultry 
farms, yet it the organization for raising them were improved, it would be 
possible to obtain a sizable additional amount of poultry meat. 


Because of imperfect technology at a number of meatpacking enterprises, a siz- 
able amount of blood, which is a valuable food and animal-feed product, is 
iost when livestock is slaughtered. 


Milk. Because of the unsatisfactory sanitary condition, violation of produc- 
tion technology at certain farms, imperfect vehicles and other reasons the 
quality is low in a number of cases or direct losse: of milk, a most valuable 
product, occur. When it is shipped in bottles, the natural loss is twice as 
great as in specialized tank trucks. In addition, a sizable amount of milk is 
returned to koikhozes and sovkhozes as unsuitable for manufacturing food prod- 


ucts because of contamination and high acidity. 


The potential for increasing the output of milk for sale to the state exists 
in the production sector. On certain farms milk is consumed in large amounts 
and haphazardly to feed young calves and pigs. The drafting of scientifically 
sound rates of consumption of milk for those purposes and strict monitoring of 
their observance would reduce this unwise use. 


A substantial amount of the products of milk processing (whey, skimmed milk 
s lost at miik-processing plants. 


chicks. The Largest waste of chicks (higher than the national average) is oc- 
curring in GSSR, ArSSR, TaSSR and KiSSR. 


Full preservaticn of eggs is not always guaranteed when the hens are kept in 
cages; some of the eggs are damaged (breakage, leakage and nicks), they are 
not purchased for state resources for technical reasons, and they are used for 
other purposes. 


Eee losses are also occurring on the farms of Ptitseprom SSSR when they are 
being delivered to the all-union and republic funds in improper containers and 
by unadapted vehicles. 
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Raw Materials Coming From Animal Husbandry. A sizable amount of raw materials 
obtained from animal husbandry is lost in the process of production, storage, 
shipment, procurements and processing. 


Some hides are Jost on a number of kolkhozes and sovkhozes because they are 
not taken from animals which have died From noncontagious diseases and have 
been slaughtered on the farms. 


There are cases when purchased shipments include sheepskins which are unsuit- 
able tor the production of sheepskin articles and have to be used for the 
fleece. Moreover, deductions are rot made from purchase plan fulfillment for 
below-standard sheepskins obtained from sheep shorn immediately before slaugh- 
cer. 


[In order to reduce losses of products and raw materials from animal husbandry 
procurements ministries of union republics and state procurements inspector- 
ates must improve the organization and methods of procuring, processing and 

storing products, must achieve development and strengthening of the plant and 
equipment of procurement and processing enterprises, and must explain ways of 


reducing losses of products and raw materials from animal husbandry.

/Text/ The livestock wintering period is nearing its final stage. And the cares 
of the Livestock breeders have not diminisred at ail. This is understandapvle: the 
mass calving of cows, farrowing of pigs ead lambing of sheep are continuing. By 

nO Means can we tolerate a reduction in tivestock productivity or a loss in young 
stock. Rather, everything must be done to ensure that the herd is converted over 
to the summer maintenance reypime in good condition and that a maximum amount of 
output is obtained during the "green" period. 


As noted during the recent Plenum of the Central Committee of the Communist Party 
of Belorussia, which discussed the status of affaixs in animal husbandry throughout 
the republic, a great deal depends upon the completion of the wintering period in 
an Organized manner. its successful outcome and increases in milk yields and 
weipht geins represent a reliable guarantee for the successful fulfillment of 
socialist obligations undertaken during the second year of the five-year plan in 
honor of the 60th anniversary of the USSR. The task is a difficult one: past 
mistakes must be corrected and success must be realized in achieving the planned 
yoals and the level of development for the branch called for in the requirements 
handed down during the 26th CPSU Congress. 


It would not be wrong for a political information specialist to mention to his 
audience that this level was determined based upon the following indicators for 

the republic for a five-year periog, Milk production must be reised to 1.55 million 
tons in live weight and milk to 6.8 million tons -- these amounts are considerably 
greater than those obtained during the Tenth Five-Year Plan. This means that tense 
work must be performed and efficient use made of the material base, capital 
investments allocated by the state, equipment, fertilizer, scientific recommendations 
and ‘eading experience. 


During his speech delivered before the 54th Plenum, Candidate Member of the 
Politburo of the CC CPSU and lst Secretary of the Central Committee of the 
Communist Party of Belorussia T.Ya. Kiselev stated that all of the opportunities 
are available for coping successfully with the obligations for this year. This is 
a priority task. Compared to the previous year, the sale of meat must be increased 
by 12.5 percent and milk by 8.5 percent. Beyond any doubt, the rates of growth for 








the farms vary. ‘Those which had failen behind at the start of the five-year plan 
ust improve their status and produce a greater amount of output. This is only 
roper. 


[t is a matter of honor for the livestock breeders to keep their word and to achieve 
the results called for in the plan for the livestock wintering period, for the 
entire year and for the five-year plan on the whole. Judging by the results of the 
> months of winter-indoor maintenance for the livestock, some improvements have 
already been realized. Milk procurements in the republic have increased by roughly 
9 percent. Compared to the same period for last year, the daily weight gain for 
large-horned cattle has been increased by 33 grams and that for swine -- by 9 grams. 


certainly, such increases are not entirely satisfactory. For example, the 
obligations call for an average daily weight increase for large-horned cattle of 
650 grams and for swine -- 400 grams. Actually however, in January and February 
the weight increase for large-horned cattle was 480 grams and for swine -- 335 
grams. These indicators were even worse On a number of farms and, as is well 
known, this leads to a dragging out of the fattening schedules and to excessive 
expenditures of both feed and labor. Here is a fact. During the past year, for the 
republic as a whole, the average delivery weight for large-horned cattle following 
fattening was 339 kilograms. Twenty-seven months were required to bring the 
animals to such a condition. This was clearly too long. In order to achieve a 
delivery weight of 360 kilograms -- precisely the obligation -- 30 months would be 
required based upon the present daily weight increases: The political information 
specialist must draw the attention of his audience to this intolerable situation. 
It would be useful to analyze the status of affairs on farms of his own 
establishment. 


By way of comparison, allow me to cite as an example the Kormyanskiy Sovkhoz in 
Kormyanskiy Rayon. At this sovkhoz, 17 months of raising and fattening were 
required to bring an animal to a sales weight of 407 kilograms. Almost this same 
result is being achieved by the Rovanichi Sovkhoz in Chervenskiy Rayon. There is 
one difference however. The intensive method for the maturing and fattening of 
cattle is veing employed at the Rovanichi Sovkhoz. The feed is supplied on the 
basis of programmed weight increases and is not divided up into reduced portions. 
At the same time, the stronger ration produces savings in both time and forage. 
eather instructive is the fact that a new form for organizing labor was introduced 
here in the meat department -- the brigade contract method. Its advantages became 
immediately apparent. First of all, identical conditions were created for the 
competitors, overall interest in the final results was displayed and a high degree 
of mutual exactingness was in evidence. 


Yention should be made of stiil another typical feature of the work being performed 
vy the Rovanichi livestock breeders. On all of the farms, a high value is placed 
upon the awarding of bonuses and incentives tor high quality labor. Leading 
sorkers are celebrated openly and bonuses are issued in a festive atmosphere. The 
ame holds true with regard to the awarding of challenge pennants, the issuing of 
nanks, making entries in the sovkhoz's Book of Honor and awareing of the title of 
Master of Animal Husbandry." 


owever, a political information specialist has not done his job if he has not 
addressed the other side of the problem. Let us take the Karolino Kolkhoz in 
-el'venskiy Rayon. Many primitive means and methods prevail on the farms of this 
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establishment and chere is an absence of lively creativity and a searching for 
reserves and progressive work forms, Thus, they are continuing to feed the 
livestock today just as they did in the past, in the absence of proper forage 
preparation and enrichment with the additives required for achieving balanced 
rations. Naturally, under such conditions milk production requires excessive 
expenditures of forage. For example, last year 1 quintal of beef cost 293 rubles 
and pork -- 365 rubles. Feed expenditures per quintal of either product amounted 
to approximately 16 quintals of feed units. Thus the meat branch suffers 
tremendous losses. 


And how can the labor of people be stimulated? Recently, bonuses have been issued 
et savings banks in the mannec of everyday wages. They are forgetting to 
congratulate the recipients and ieading workers are not receiving the recognition 
earned by them. in such instances, an award loses its moral meaning. Obviously, 
such an attitude towards incentives engenders sluggishness during a competition; it 
xists only on paper in the reports by kolkhoz leaders. Thus a farm fails to 
fulfill its plans and obligations for the sale of milk and meat. 


During a discussion, it is important to emphasize that each livestock breeder must 
constantly remember the obligations he has undertaken, work in an efficient manner 
and utilize all reserves. Herein lies the key to success. It must not be forgotten 
that a mistake committed by one person imposes a burden on others and that somebody 
must compensate for a shortfall in output. And if on a farm the feed preparation 
shop and feed platform are not operating, if the forage preparation mechanisms are 
lying idle and if a mechanic-trouble shooter, electrician or supply organization 

are not performing their duties in the proper manner -- losses in milk yields and 

in cattle weight increases will be inevitable. 





In animai husbandry, priority attention must be given to thrift, savings and work 
efficiency and quality. According to estimates, during the final stage of the 
wintering period, the farms have 10 percent more forage supplies than they did at 
this same time during the past winter-indeoor maintenance period. Hence the 
conclusion: it is possible te obtain considerably more milk and meat than was the 
case last year. 


A discussion conducted by a political information specialist will be more complete 
and achieve its goal it more extensive use is made of the materials of the 5th 
Plenum of the Central Committee of the Communist Party of Belorussia. These 
materials constitute a program not only for the immediate future but also for the 
more distant future. It is directed towards ensuring that specialization and 
concentration in animal husbandry produce more perceptible results and that the 
farm workers honorably fulfill their plans and obligations.

/Text/ Extensive work on the prophylaxis of animal diseases has been done at the 
republic's farms in the last few years. The incidence of tuberculosis among ani- 
mals has declined considerably and tuberculosis isolation wards have been liqui- 
dated completely. The volume of diagnostic examinations has increased year after 
They bring tangible results in the total set of veterinary, zootechnical 

and economic measures. The economic efficiency of measures for the prophylaxis of 
tuberculosis aione annually totals about 50 million rubles and has a tendency to- 
ward a stable rise in the future.

The system of recording and evaluation of farms unfortunate in terms of tubercu- 

losis developed by A. G. Ob" yedkov is now being introduced in the republic. It 

makes it possible to give a clear episodic description of livestock farms, that is, 
unfortunate and conventionally fortunate in terms oi tuberculosis. The length and 

city of tuberculosis enzooty at farms, rayons and oblasts are taken into ac- 

fount. All this makes it possible to more profoundly study the characteristics of 
this disease and to forecast new epproaches to its Liquidation. 


the ‘system of measures for the control of leucosis in large-horned cattle" devel- 
oped by V. M. Lemesh is also being introduced at the republic's farms. It is aimed 
at the protection of fortunate farms against leucosis, exercise of an effective 
control of the purchases and delivery of animals and formation of herds at con- 
plexes, specialized farms and sections with Livestock known to be healthy. Clin- 
ico-hematological examinations of adult animals, as well as of young stock, 45 days 
before shipment for lLeucosis are conducted annually. The execution of a set of 
such organizational-economic and veterinary-s7nitary measures, as well as of selec- 
tion-pedigree work, in combination with educational propaganda ensures the recov- 
ery of farms unfortunate in this respect from leucosts.

With the use of granular tetramisole it was possible to fully prevent the infection 
i hoglings with ascarides. The presecsvation of experimental hoglings was 10 to 
12 peccent higher as compared with control. Every experimental hogling weighed 
more at the age ot 4 months. 


(he republic's veterinary specialists did extensive work on the control of hypo- 
dermiasis in large-horned cattle. This work was carried out with particular in- 
tensiveness and effectiveness after 1970, when hypodermin-chlorophos began to be 
used for early chemoprophylaxis of this disease. This made it possible to obtain 
a significant economic effect, especially as a result of the preservation of milk 
yields in cows, weight gains and the quality of skin. Incidentally, the differ- 
ence per ton of skins in healthy animals and animals afflicted with hypodermiasis 
totals more thea 530 rubles. Calculations show that in 1979, as compared with 
1970, the prophylaxis of hypodermiasis made it possible to prevent economic damage 
amounting to 21.5 million rubles throughout the republic. 


Durins this period the task of the republic's veterinary specialists in the pro- 


phylaxis of hypodermiasis in large-horned cattle lies in a strict observance of 
the regime of general examination of animals at farms and among the population, 
quality treatments of Livestock and a prompt detection and cure of sick animals 
with constant control of the effectiveness of the set of therapeutic and prophy- 
lactic measures. 











The prophylaxis of noninfectious diseases of farm animals is an important element 
in the work of the veterinary service. These diseases constitute the absolute ma- 
jority of all the animal diseases requiring substantial expenditures of funds and 
labor. The poor conditions of keeping and care of animals are the reasons. Along 
with the fact that animal feeding should be high-grade and balanced in all nutri- 
ents, feed containing butyric acid or toxic substances should not get into rations. 
Aninal watering should be provided with water of a high sanitary quality. The pro- 
vision of the optimal microclimate in barns is exceptionally important. Air should 
be free of pathogenic and conventionally pathogenic bacteria. The introduction of 
aerosol disinfection of livestock barns in the presence of hogs and large-horned 
cattle with the forest balsam "A" is important in this respect. 


Under the conditions of specialization and concentration of animal husbandry, when 
the number of animals in barns is increasing, an excess of heat, moisture, harmful 
gases and microflora is observed. Under these conditions the viability and viru- 
lence of many microbes increase sharply and some types of conventionally pathogenic 
and weakly virulent microflora acquire pronounced virulence. At the same time, a 
weakening of the general resistance and immmobiological reactivity of the body is 
observed. 


In connection with the above-stated the use of the forest balsam "A" by means of 
aerosol generators and, in their absence, by the free evaporation method brings 

good results. When it is used, the bacterial insemination of the air is lowered 
to one-half or two-fifths, the morbidity of animals is reduced to less than one- 
half and, as a result of the decrease in unfavorable factors, their productivity 
is increased by 7 to 15 percent.

SUGGESTIONS FOR IMPROVING RAYON-LEVEL APK ADMINISTRATION

a Rayon Agroindustrial Complex and How It Can Be Improved"/ 


/Text/ Some of the more urgent and vital problems associated with improving the 
system of administration include: raising the efficiency of agricultural 
production to the maximum possible degree, transferring the center of gravity in 
the agrarian policies of the CPSU to increasing the return from capital 
investments, increasing the productivity of agriculture and improving the 
relationships of agriculture with other branches. 


"The rayon level of administration must be strengthened in every possible way" 
observed Comrade L.I. Brezhnev during the November (1981) Plenum of the CC CPSU, 
"Conditions must be created which will stimulate more actively growth and 
improvements in the intensity of agricultural production, encourage initiative 
among the kolkhozes and sovkhozes and all elements in the agroindustrial complex 
and force them into working not in behalf of intermediate indicators but rather for 
high final results." 


How does one describe an APK /agroindustrial complex/ for a rayon and how effective 
is the system for controlling it? 


The production-technological relationships in the production and processing of 
agricultural raw materials and also the sphere of services for this branch 
constitute the foundation for internal unity among rayon APK's. In addition, 

there is a definite social and administrative common character within the framework 
of the rayon APK's (party and soviet leadership, organized along the territorial 
principle, regional infrastructure and so forth). The formation of rayon APK's 
takes place under the influence of national economic requirements and existing 
socio-economic and natural conditions. 


With increased specialization and with the production of many types of products 
being broken down into individual stages and concentrated at various enterprises, 
direct production relationships are establisined between them and the development 
of all farms in a particular rayon becomes organically interdependent. This 
interdependence becomes stronger under conditions involving the formaticn of 
inter-farm enterprises and associations for the preduction of agricultural 
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products, for processing the products and for servicing production. Under the 
nfluence of these processes, the rayons are gradually transformed into more 

mplete economic organisms -~- rayon APK's, within which there are highly 
specialized aconomic systems. Changes in the production structure and regime for 
some enterprises in a rayon require definite changes in other enterprises. 


Hence, inter-farm cooperation is becoming an increasingly greater factor for 
improving the organizational-economic unity of the agricultural branch, particularly 
within the framework of an administrative rayon, regardless of the departmental 
subordination of the farms. The mutual intertwining of the production, economic 

and social interests of agriculture and those branches and production efforts of 
other elements of the agroindustrial complex which are directly related to them, is 
becoming stronger. As a result, a rural administrative rayon continues to acquire 
the features of a single large production-economic system, as it takes the shape of 
a most important cell of the country's agroindustrial complex. 


Under these conditions, substantial changes are taking place in the functions of 
the principal organ for agricultural management in a rayon -- the agricultural 
administration of a rayon executive committee. The RUSKh /rayonnoye 
sel'skokhozyaystvennoye upravleniye; rayon agricultural administration/ is becoming 
more and more involved in directly solving and regulating the farm and economic 
problems. At the present time, with farms specializing in carrying out individual 
elements of a complicated technological process (milk production, fattening of 
livestock, raising of heifers, seed production, production of commodity grain and 
so forth), a requirement exists for an administrative organ which will ensure an 
organized combining of specialized enterprises. And this in turn requires a 
strengthening of the economic rights of the RUSKh and its direct participation in 
the agricultural production process. 


the economic life of a modern rural rayon is unthinkable in the absence of 
competent and skilled management over all branches. The role played by a 
specialist-technologist and a production organizer has increased immeasurably. A 
rayon ievel specialist bears dual responsibility. His sphere consists of not one 
but several farms. A great deal is dependent upon him: how are the scientific 
recommendations being placed in operation, how is leading experience being 
suppertea and disseminated and in what direction and with what degree of 
effectiveness is the rayon's economy being developed. 


What authority and power does a rayon level specialist have today? We will 

onswer this directly: the local organs of administration have very few levers, be 

“hey economic or administrative, at their disposal. And their number is decreasing 
‘th each passing year. Actually, in carrying out the correct course for 

speclalization of the branches in agricultural production, we encountered an 

incredibie scattering of administration at the rayon level. 


clentific studies and practical experience have shown that there are many 
moigulties in agricultural administration owing to the dissociation of its 
‘ements and different types of departmental subordination. Each system works for 
‘self and not for the final result; duplication and parallelism are observed in 
1e carrying out of functions and some of them are within the competence of other 
departments. 











The agvicultural administration of a rayon executive committee -- recently a 
singular and fully competent organization -- is now iost not only among richer and 
more influential departments but also among other rayon "units." This includes 
raysel'khoztekhnika, raysel'khozkhimiya and raysel‘khozenergo and others. The 
RUSKh is only weakly regulating the external relationships of the kolkhozes and 
sovkhozes. Unaer these conditions, the Latter at times become dependent upon the 
service organizations and processing enterprises and are unable to defend their 
legal rights and cost accounting interests. Moreover, in a number of instances 
their economic independence is violated. 


The RUSKh does not have any cost accounting responsibility, nor has it been allotted 
any power or economic levers for influencing the preduction-economic activities of 
kolkhozes and sovkhozes, service and precurement organizations and, it follows, 
agricultural production on the whole. Moreover, its apparatus is not sufficiently 
interested in the Gperational results of enterprises and organizations in the 
agricultural sphere. The situation is also aggravated by the fact that the 
activities of the RUSKh are not reflected in the special document on organized 
regulation and at the present time they are regulated only by the law entitled 
"Concerning the Rayon Soviet of People's Deputies for the BSSR," in which the 
principal directions for its functioning are defined. 


With constant growth in the apparatus, its dispersion among individual services is 
great and the number of RUSKh workers amounts to an average of 20-25 percent of the 
overall number of workers attached to the administrative organs for agricultural 
production at the rayon level. On the whole, there are 200-250 specialists working 
in the administrative system of the rayon’s agricultural complex and yet at times 
nobody bears responsiblity for branch development. Under the existing system for 
administering the branch, the workload being placed upon the specialists is 
extremely irregular. Some of them are overloaded with work, while others do not 
have enough work to occupy their time and then too it is not concerned with 
production. At the same time, a small unit of the RUSKh is quite often occupied 
with the collection, processing and transmission of data to higher levels. This is 
borne out by the following fact. Last year the agricultural administration for 
rayon executive conumittees in Minskaya Oblast received an average of 1,200-1,400 
documents. For cheir part, the rayon administrations furnished approximately 800 
replies. 


Following this, it was not surprising to learn that the workers attached to the 
agricultural administration, not without some bitterness, referred to their 
institute as an information bureau rather than an administration. Thus it is by 
no means an accident that the illegal nature of a number of services at the rayon 
level breeds uncertainty and that some leaders hand down decisions in a very timid 
manner, with instructions being awaited from higher levels for almost any farm 
problem. The practical implementation of decisions in the various areas is 
dependent to a considerable degree upon their initiative, creative reflections and 
ability to take note of new developments or blunders in the work. In the interest 
of searching for more effective means for improving the organizational mechanism 
for administering agricultural production, we followed the example of Minskaya 
Oblast and conducted an expert analysis of the existing administrative system at 
the rayon and oblast levels. 


According to the prevailing opinion among experts (leaders and specialists of 
RUSKh, trusts and the oblast level), the existing administrative structure for 


ae) 
ON 





agriculture at the various levels does not conform to the modern requirements. 

The chiefs of the RUSKh see the manifestation of lack of cu.iformity of the 
-iministrative structure to the tasks of the administrative organ in the 
"dissociation" of organs, the "plurality of relationships" and in the 
insufficiency of rights for the RUSKh and so forth, that is, in the organizational 
structure of the administrative system. The experts of trusts and associations, 
among the decisive shortcomings of their specialized administrative system, single 
Out the objective factors of public production (inadequate level of farm 
specialisation, territorial dissociation of the farms of a trust, association and 
so forth), which preclude the possibility of the given system manifesting its own 
effectiveness. 


With regard to enterprises and organizations which service agriculture and which 
process agricultural raw materials, the leaders and specialists have noted a need 
for improving the contractual relationships, the prices for products and services, 
the mechanism for distributing profits and the economic stimuli and sanctions. The 
growth in the number of agricultural organizations in the non-productive sphere, 
the breaking up of sovkhozes by departments and also the formation of several 
departments, the enterprises of which must provide production-technical services 
for the kolkhozes and sovkhozes, have produced a situation wherein agriculture 
itself and its sphere of services, at the rayon level, do not appear as a united 
system but rather they are dissociated. As a result, a certain lack of coordination 
takes place in actions between kolkhozes, sovkhozes and other agricultural 
enterprises and organizations, the required cperational efficiency is not achieved 
in decision making and definite difficulties arise in organizing the maneuvering 

of labor resources, equipment and other production resources. 


For all practical purposes, there is no economic organ of administration at the 
rayon level which can unite the efforts of all agricultural organizations and 
direct them for the purpose of achieving growth in the production of agricultural 
products. 


“li of this testifies to the need for improving the administration of agricultural 
production and, in particular, it requires a scientifically sound place and role 
for the RUSKh and the snecial organs of branch economic administration in the 
overall system of management of agricultural production under modern conditions, 
tor determining the functions and structure of these organs and for developing 
spec’fic measures. 


A study of the trends in the development of productive forces and technical- 
technological, organizational-economic and social relationships reveals that in the 
Belorussian SSk it is most desirable to build inter-farm associations on a complex 
territorial-branch basis, one which embraces agriculture and its associated branches. 
Such an approach derives mainly from the fact that inter-farm, brancii and inter- 
branch relationships will develop mainly on a definite territory, where one can 

see more readily the prospects for development of the socio-cultural spheres and 
-he potential of the association and for maneuvering resources, finding the 
optimum degree of production concentration and for achieving improvements in 
ackward elements for the purpose of raising the overall efficiency of agricultural 
production. The living conditions of the agricultural workers, the level of their 
skills and also their age structure are all associated with a definite territory. 
The effective development (by stages) of domestic and cultural centers and 
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appropriate elements of the infrastructure, that are coordinated proportionally 
with production, cannot be ensured either within the framework of individual farms 
or associations which are dissociated according to the specialized branch or 


departmental principle. 


Thus, an analysis of the modern status of production and administration reveals 
that the time is at hand for developing an organizational and economic mechanism 
for preparing a territoriai-production complex for the administrative rayon. The 
i i instruction by V.I. Lenin concerning 

the need ror “‘...the exemplary organization of a small ‘whole' and precisely a 

.' that is, not one farm, one branch of a farm or one enterprise, but rather 
the sum of ali economic reiationships ana tne sum of all economic turnover, even 
if only for a small area." 
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The need for solving two principal tasks derives from this objective factor. First 


ef all, a determination must be made as to the most acceptable and correct 
administrative structure for local agroindustrial complexes. 


Secondly and an equally important task -~ achieving improvements in production- 
economic relationships, in pianning and in the forms of interrelationships, under 
the conditions imposed by the formation and functioning of a rayon APK. 


The most correct and promising form for organizing and administering a rayon 
agroindustrial complex, as borne out by studies which we conducted, must be that of 
a single formation in the form of a rayon agroindustrial association. The criterion 
for selecting the organizational model for such an association is that of an 
economically sound decision to the effect that further improvements in production 
efficiency based upon specialization and concentration, the smoothing out of the 
levels of management and also socio-economic development for the rural areas can 

be achieved through the formation of closer organizational relationships between 
the koikhezes, sovkhozes and other agricultural enterprises in a rayon. The 
functional dynamics of the modei are based upon unconditional recognition of the 
unity of the territorial, production, economic and social factors. The collective 
of scientists at the Belorussian Scientific-Research Institute of Economics and 
éyricultural Organization, jointly with specialists in Vileyskiy Rayon, validated 
the preposal for further improving the planning for and administration of a 
regional agroindustriai complex. 


Guided by existing experience and instructions handed down during the 26th 
congress, a plan was developed for an RAPK /rayonnyy agropromyshlennyy kompleks; 
rayon agroindustrial complex/. Essentially, it brings together into a single 
system those kolkhozes and sovkhozes which service their organizations and 
enterprises in the processing of agricultural products. This goal can be achieved 
upon the condition that all farms, including trust sovkhozes, and all enterprises 
and organizations which service agriculture are subordinated to a single organ of 
administration. The specialized trusts have played a positive role and in the 
future they can successfully perform the functions of corresponding departments of 
oblsel'khozupravleniye, around which it will be necessary to form an oblast 
element of the agroindustrial complex. 


A 


A rayon production agroindustrial association, authorized as it is to monitor 
inter-departmental coordination of the activities of enterprises and organizations 
of the APK and having the fixed centralized capital at its disposal, can actively 











bring about improverents in the status of affairs in the various areas. And first 
of all it can unite the interests of all farms, enterprises and organizations 

ocated on a given territory and subordinate these interests towards achieving high 
iinal results and skilfully employing the economic levers for smoothing out the 
conditions of management. We are of the opinion that it is capable of administering 
the production of agricultural products, within an agroindustrial complex, in 8 
skilful, thorough and efficient manner. 


An association s organization must undertake to ensure, on a centralized Lasis, the 
development of plans and normatives and contro] over and coordination of the 
activities of kelkhozes, sovkhozes and inter-farm enterprises, enterprises of 
Sel'khoztekhnika, transport operations, the marketing of products and the storage, 
processing and distribution of all material, financial and labor resources 
entering the association. Importance is attached to centralizing a portion of the 
administrative functions when organizing the process of exchange (circulation). 
Considerable importance is attached here to improving the accounting for and 
evaluation of Livestock when turning them over for maturing and fattening, the 
conditions for mutual accounts, the transporting of the livestock, the schedules 
for delivering them for fattening, the conditions for transferring non-calving 
young cows and first heifers over to dairy complexes and to the farms of kolkhozes 
and sovkhozes, the preparation and transfer of heifers as replacements for cows 
culled out and so forth. The functions associated with the distribution of 
material resources, financial funds and Gosbank credits are being centralized. 
This will ensure that all of the farms have the required production (fixed and 
working) capital, control over the formation and correct utilization of economic 
incentive funds at kolkhozes, sovkhozes, inter-farm enterprises and associations 
and validating the centralized funds for expanding and strengthening of farms at 
am association, the bonus fund and so ferth. 


The organizational structure of a rayon APK must include an all-round system for 
controlling the quality of the products. At the present time, it is divided up 
among the services of the rayon agricultural administration and the rayon service 
of the USSR Ministry of Procurements. A single service for controlling the 
quality of the products must be created. 


One important function of the administration -- the introduction of scientific and 
engineering achievements into production operations at the rayon level of the APK. 
With the creation of an agricuitural association, it will be possible to have a 
special service for studying and generalizing science and leading experience and 
coordinating the work of introducing it into production operations. 


in connection with converting all branches of the agroindustrial complex over to 
an intensive path of development, decisive importance is being attached to the 
correct organization of capital construction and particularly to the development of 
a single policy and direction for capital investments. The problems of capital 
construction can be soived more successfully and the interrelationships between 
clients and contractors improved considerably if there is one client to a rayon -- 
che rayon agroindustrial association. 


in a number of union republics -- Moldavia, cstonia, Georgia, Latvia -- interesting 
and useful experience has already been accumulated in this regard, experience which 
is deserving of fixed attention and study. To a considerable degree, this 











expertence provides reference points with regard to the direction to be followed 
for improving the administration of an agroindustrial complex in a rayon. A study 
of the work of experimental rayon agroindustrial associations operating in the 
above-mentioned union republics reveals that the creation of a single organ of 
administration has reduced to a minimum the adverse effect of departmental barriers 
and produced improvements in the singular management of a rayon's entire 
agricultural complex. The administration was drawn more closely to the production 
Operations, it became more efficient and specific, the efficiency of management 

was raised and it became possible tc maneuver the labor and material resources. 

All of this brought about considerable growth im the production and sale of farming 
and animal husbandry products to the state and from an economic standpoint it 
strengthened public farming and the enterprises and organizations. 


The experiment convincingiy revealed the vitality of an association, its prospects 
for the future and the need for improving certain functions anc expanding rights. 
Thus, in the form of an association, a single organ was created in the rayon which 
was capable of managing agriculture in a skilled manner and bearing responsibility, 
from beginning to end, for the producticn and procurements of agricultural products 
and for the level of production services tor the kolkhozes and sovkhozes. An 
important step was taken at the rayon level aimed at overcoming inter-departmental 
dissociation and raising the interest of ail local services in the final results. 


Beyond any doubt, the creation of a single system of administration requires a 
breaking away from old habits. In turn, this will make it possible to coordinate 
properiy the distribution of fixed capital for technical eguipping, monetary funds 
and material resources and to utilize material incentive funds in a fruitful 
manner. It is normalizing relations between branch specialists, attracting them 
into participating in production operations and it is reducing considerably the 
amount of paper work and red tepe. Noticeable improvements are taking place in 
connection with the retention of personnel and to a large degree this is serving 
to strengthen Labor discipline. Is this occurring frequently at the present time? 
If a guilty worker is dealt with in a strict manner, instead of recognizing his 
guilt he is ready to submit his resignation. Such transfers are encouraged by the 
fact that the doors of other departmental enterprises are wide open. If a single 
system of administration is employed, it will be possible, without any special 
difficulty, to limit the freedom of such "rolling stones’ and thus it will be 
easier to eliminate the shortcomings associated with discord and spasmodic changes 
in wages. 


Certainly, the thoughts and recommendations expressed are not absolute in nature. 
However, we are convinced regarding one fact: we must employ a more bold approach 
for improving the system for administering a singie agroindustrial complex in a 
rayon.

RIVA'LE PLOT CONCERNS “APRESS &D 
Need for Utilizing Reserves 
Leningrad LENLINGRADSKAYA PRAVDA in Russian 24 Feb 82 p 2 


/avticle vy B. Lebyntsev, procurement specialist of the procurement office for the 
Gatchinskiy Rayon Consumers’ Society: "Reserves of a Rural Farmyard'"'/ 


/Text/ Consumer cooperation is presently performing various functions in the rural 
areas. lt is errrying out trade operations, procuring animal husbandry and 
secondary raw materials and it is purchasing surplus agricultural products from the 
population. In 1981, the procurement turnover among Catchina procurement 
specialists increased by 24 percent and amounted to 2.65 million rubles. 

ihe receiving point where I work contributed to this increase. Last year, with the 
active suppert of the settlement and village scviets of people's deputies, the 
point purchased 2,768 head cf large-horned cattle, 2,500 rabbits and 3,000 tons of 


potatoes. 


we nave industrious peopie in the rayon and they have strong ties to the land. 
hile applying themselves in a conscientious manner to public production, many of 
them are skilfully maintaining private plots. Pensioners have begun to acquire 
poultry in @ more active manner. In short, the private plots in Gatchinskiy Rayon 
ire increasing in number and becoming stronger. The 6,664 owners of such plots 
nave concluded agreements for the sale ot surplus agricultural products to consumer 
cooperation. This means that the state wili obtain no less than 500-510 
dditional tons of meat alone. 
These are impressive figures. However, it is completely obvious that the rural 
private plots have many unused reserves. Here is one of them: within the rayon, 
there are 20,000 families residing in houses of the municipal type who do not have 
»civate plots. This constitutes a large untapped resource. 


is a pity when undersized young bulls are delivered to a slaughtering point. 
n asked why they are in a hurry to rid themselves of these animals, the owners 
ssually reply: "There is no place to maintain them.'' It is even more of a pity 
2) cows or heifers are delivered to a slaughtering point. Indeed, they are 
apable of furnishing miik! Ayain, the answer is the same: "Nothing to feed to 
them and nowhere to maintain them." 


eh 
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Certainly, life prompts the building of houses of the farmstead type, such as are 

now being built at the Niva Sovkhoz in our rayon. Here, in addition to excellent 
housing, the new settlers also obtain a private plot and farm buildings. It is 

said that an apartment in a country home is more expensive than one in a conventionai 
large-panel home Nobody argues the point. ‘The cost of the construction must be 
reduced and yet the principal concern must not be overlooked -- such housing binds 

an individual to the land and makes it possible for him to have a productive private 
piot. 


And what about those who live in multi-story buildings and wish to acquire poultry? 
solution can be found it the Gesire is there. The newspapers report that in some 
oblasts the sovkhozes are creating collective farms for their workers, providing 
them with Livestock and and suppiying them with assistance in the form of feed and 
inechanization equipment. But are not our sovkhozes capable of performing this work? 
I know what can be procured for the owners of private livestock -- haying and 
pasture land. Beyond any doubt, on mutually advantageous conditions. With use being 
made of a thrifty and state approach for carrying out this work, I am confident 
that many of the above-mentioned 20,000 rural families would not only be supplied 
with milk, meat and potatoes put in addition they would also sell their surplus 
products to the state. 


There is still one problem which excites many rural residents. As is known, those 
owners of livestock who have concluded agreements with the procurement office for 
meat deliveries are supplied with mixed feed. A pensioner in the village of 

Doni, G. Ivanov, together with his sons, fattens 2-3 young bulls annually to a 
weight of 450-500 kilograms each. Here is still another example. A resident of 
Bel'shikh Kolpan, A. Guilin, supplies the state with 50-60 rabbits for meat purposes 
2-3 times each year. The procurement office encourages such suppliers and their 
troubles are rewarded. 


But here 1s the question: where does one obtain the animals for fattening? It is 
not a ditficult task in the case of rabbits and poultry. But when it comes to 
young la ye-horned cattle stock and young pigs, these animals are sold by the 
sovkhozes only to their own workers. It seems to me that the raypo /rayon 
consumers' society/ should have special funds at its disposal, created from local 
resources. A procurement office would then be able to supply young stock to all 
desiring them. Housewives and pensioners would willingly undertake to fatten 
young buils and young pigs. In selling young stock to them and supplying them with 
feed, we could at the same time conclude agreements with them for the sale of meat 
to the procurement office. Similar experience has been accumulated among our 
Hungarian friends. 


We procurement specialists have internal problems upon which the final results are 
dependent. I have in mind the culture of services and the search for nev forms for 
work by cooperation specialists among the population. [I am quite aware that any 
business-like step does not pass unnoticed by the customers. For example, I follow 
a strict daily routine since it is more convenient for the suppliers. The livestock 
receiving point has already been opened by 0740 hours in the morning. Last year 

we built a new platform, installed scales under a shed and we created various zones 
for the acceptance of large-horned cattle and swine. There are no conflicts taking 
place belween the procurement office which I represent and the livestock suppliers 
because we are able to carry out controlled slaughterings on a rapid basis. A 
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treezer tor 500 tons is being buiit this year. Even greater opportunities for 


’ 


naneuvering will become available in the future. 


The motor transport situation is rather poor. We have one vehicle and it is a 

c Requests are being received from various parts of the rayon, the 
livestock are available and yet we cannot pick them up. The goal will not be 
reacned if a start cannot be made. The alarm was sounded long ago in this regard 
and still no changes have yet been made. The shortage in transport vehicles is also 
inhibiting the procurements of fruit and berries. We have 4,000 horticultural 
farms in the rayon and yet we simply cannot reach them through no fault of our own. 
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It is obvious that oblpotrebsoyuz /oblast union of consumers’ societies/ must devote 
some thought to the question of measures for motivating the suppliers of products. 
lhe stores in the settlements of Taytsy, Kommunar, Vyritsa, Siverskaya and 
Yelizavetino have so-called "supplier shelves." Goods which are in high demand are 
tound on these shelves. However, the selection of goods is poor. At times, an 
individual will deliver a young bull weighing half a ton and then ask: "Do you have 
a carpet?" He is told: "A carpet is sold only to suppliers of potatoes." Are 

meat procurements reaily Less important than potato procurements? I am of the 
opinion that the system of awarding incentives to suppliers must be reorganized, 
that the assortment of goods used for bartering should be expanded and that when so 
requested by suppliers who have distinguished themselves, all honestly earned goods 
should be delivered to their homes. These problems can and must become the concern 
of consumer cooperation. As the saying goes, a firm must keep up its style. 


Recently, the party-economic aktiv of workers attached to Lenoblpotrebsoyuz 
/Leningrad Oblast Union of Consumers’ Societies/ held a meeting during which the 
oolast's cooperation specialists discussed their operational results for last year 
and the tasks for 1982 and for the #leventh Five-Year Plan on the whole, in light of 
the decisions handed down during the 26th CPSU Congress, the November (1981) Plenum 
of the CC CPSU and the speech delivered before the Plenum by the General Secretary 
of the CC CPSU, Comrade L.J. Brezhnev. A great amount of attention was focused on 
unsolved problems. My thoughts were aligned with the concerns of my colleagues. 


in competing to prepare in a worthy manner for the 60th anniversary of the founding 
ot the USSR, 1 promise to procure, over and above the plan, 10 tons of meat, 2 tons 
of rabbits in live weight, 20 tons of potatoes and 50 kilograms of medicinal raw 
materials. 1 am convinced that the rural private plots constitute great reserves 
for future use. 


The deputy chairman of the administration of Lenoblpotrebsoyus, N. Ignashev, 
comments upon questions touched upon in the above article: 


The reserves offered by rural private plots are truly great. Last year 
the Oblpotrebsoyuz procured from the oblast's population move than 3, 200 
tons of meat and 35,000 tons of potatoes. This was considerably more 
than in previous years. 


Based upon contracts concluded for this purpose, 13.7 million rubles worth of 
deficit imported and domestic goods were sold to the best suppliers, 

those who had actively sold agricuitural products and raw materials to 
consumer cooperation. Unfortunately, some raypo's are not monitoring the 
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situation so as to ensure that the “supplier shelves" are constantly stocked with 
yoods for which there is a raised demand. At times, the goods intended to be used 
as incentives for the suppliers of agricultural products are being sold freely to 
all those desiring them. 


at Che present time, the administration of Oblpotrebsoyuz is developing measures 

for improving the organization of procurements of agricultural products from the 
population and horticulturists. The owners of livestock who have concluded 
contracts with consumer cooperation for the sale of meat will be sold mixed feed at 
the rate of i kilogram of feed per kilogram of meat in dressed weight, or for 2 
kilograms in live weight. Industrial goods for which there is a high demand wiil be 
set aside for sale to the suppliers of agricultural products, by means of "supplier 
sheives" established in department stores and industrial goods stores of the 

raypo. 


A tund is being crented for the 1981-1985 period for issuing incentives for 
increases in the production and procurements of animal husbandry products on the 
private plots of citizens. Ninety percent ot this fund will be used for issuing 
incentives to manual and office workers and other citizens, for having achieved high 
indicators on their private plots and for selling animal husbandry products to 
consumer cooperation. The conditions have been develcped for a competition for the 
best private plot in the rayon and oblast. 


There was ,ood reason for Bb. Lovyntsev raising the problem concerning motor 
transport Operations. Against a minimum requirement calling for 70 motor vehicles, 
the procurement offices of the raypo are being allocated only 20-25 on a daily basis. 


This year we are increasiny the motor vehicle pool ot the procurement offices by 14 
vehicles. Next year the motor vehicles will be allocated according to plan. The 
Oblpotrebsoyuz is also improving the logisticai base for procurements. The 
following installations will be placed in operation ‘uring the,year: 20 
multipurpose receiving-procurement points, 14 prefabricated arched storehouses and 
pigsties, a fruit storehouse for 1,300 tons and some other installations. 


The Oblpotrebsoyuz supports the proposal of B. Lobyntsev, with regard to organizing 
the sale of a portion of the young stock to the population through the system of 
consumer cooperation. In 1982, in accordance with a decision handed down by the 
Oblispolkom /oblast executive commiitee/, the sovkhozes will sell 75,000 young 
pigs, 5,000 head of young large-horned cattle stock and 1 million chicks to the 
population. As a result of the measures undertaken, meat procurements this year 
will increase by 600 tons and increases will also take place in the procurements of 
potatoes, vegetables and fruit. This will be a contribution by the Leningrad 
cooperation specialists towards solving the agrarian program developed during the 


26th party congress.

Zoya Timoteyevaa hestitated and then shyly announced: 

"I came to sign for the milk!" 

‘But do you not have a cow on your private plot?" we asked Moskaleva. 
"No! And not just i. Not one of our specialists maintains a cow." 


“The administration displays constant concern for the development of the private 
ylots'' stated the chairman, entering the discussion, "we se}l the animals, we 
provide the kolkhoz members wit assistance in the form of seedlings for fruit trees 
and berry bushes, we till the gardens and we supply feed. Although 1981 was not a 
successful year for us, we nevertheless succeeded in providing eacn farmyard with 
almost 3 quintals of hay, i quintal of straw, one and a half quintals of root crops 
and approximately 1 quintal of grain. 


But the problem is not restricted to feed alone. A chief concern is the fact that 
the youth are reluctant to acquire a farm. in addition to prepared forage, we are 
also providing haying lands. But here the hay must be procured manually, work 
which many rural wesidents have grown out of the habit of engaging in. Light 
mechanization could be of great assistance in the procurement of coarse feed. But 
it is untortunate that such mowing machines are stiil not available for sale. 
Tractor mowing machines are not suitable for operation on forest land or in ravines. 


Other farm leaders are con:tantly complaining regarding the absence of light 
mechanization for procurin;, feed. It bears mentioning that small scale tractors 
have yet to make an appearance on the gardeis of kolkhoz members, despite the fact 
that these machines have been advertised for a considerable period of time. 
Municipal residents -- the owners of orchard tracts -- are also awaiting their 


But let us return to our discussion with Romanov. Certainly, there is some truth 
in what he had to say. But still anotner factor is restraining the development of 
the private plots. It is psychological in ature. For some reason, the kolkhoz 
sad sovkhoz leaders and specialists are not acquiring livestock or setting an 
oxample. And in this work, such an example is of great importance. 


.C was not toc long ago that we discussed this matter with the chairman of the 
jorets Za Kommunizm Kolkhoz in Morozovskiy Rayon of Rostovskaya Oblast, N. Voronin. 
There are more than 300 farmyards at the kolkhoz and only a handful of lLarge-horned 
ttle. The kelkhoz administration offered cows, heifers and young bulls to the 
»9likhoz members on a profitable basis. But they rejected the animals. The decision 
‘s then made to set an example. Just as soon as all of the farm's leaders and 
hief specialists had acquired cows, their example was followed by the kolkhoz 
members. Today large-horned cattle are to te found at every farmetead. 





The kolkhozes in in individual regions of the Rustian Federation have already 
accumulated some experience in the raising of livestock and poultry on the private 
plots of rural workers, based upon contracts concluded with the latter. 

Llow me to cite the example of Veselovskiy Rayon in Rostovskaya Oblast, where the 
kOlkhozes, in addition to furnishing an extensive amount of assistance in developing 
the private plots, also encourage the families of kolkhoz members to engage in the 
fattening of large-horned cattle, swine and poultry. ‘the farms conclude contracts 
with the kolkhoz members, according to which both sides accept definite obligations. 
fhe tarms must supply the kolkhez members with young large-horned cattle stock, 


young piss, poultry Leed and veterinary services 


For their part, the kolkhoz members are obligated to supply animals, at the time of 
delivery, which meet the requirements for delivery weight and state of nourishment. 
The accounts maintained with the kolkhoz members for the weight increases realized 
in the lLarge-horned cattle and swine during the fattening period are carried out in 
accordance with the state procurement prices. In 1980, 342 head of Large-horned 
cattle were fattened on a contractual basis at the Pobeda Kolkhoz and last year 472 
‘rouny bulls were fattened. In 1982 the kolkhoz expects to obtain no less than 400 
tons of beef and pork through the use of this method. The chairman of the Pobeda 

kho .. Mikhalkin, believes that this fattening method is profitable both for 
the rural workers and the farm. In order to produce 400 additional tons of beef, 
the kolkhoz would have had to build livestock facilities. The fattening of 
Livestock on a contractual basis saves in the use of resources. 


‘a The experience of Veselovskiy Rayon has found support in the neighboring 
Voronezhskaya Oblast Here, in Bogucharskiy Rayon, the koikhoz members are 


fattening on a contractual basis net only livestock obtained from the farms for this 
purpose, but also their own calves, contracted from them by the kolkhozes. In this 
manner, the rayon is able to obtain up to 8,000 additional guintals of meat annually. 


During the past few years, the koikhozes and sovkhozes in many rayons have devoted 
increased attention to developing the private plots. Thus, in Smolenskaya Oblast, 
a fine example has been set by the Koikhoz imeni Radishchev in Gagarinskiy Rayon. 


e receiving constant assistance in developing their 
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Here the kolkhoz members a 3 
private plots. There are 700 farmyards at the kolkhoz, with approximately 600 cows 
being maintained. The kolkhoz sells pedigree heifers to the rural workers. The 
livestock are sold with the payments spread out over a period of 2-3 years. The 
(arm supplies the individually owned livestock with succulent, coarse and 
concentrated feed on a planned basis and it also sets aside livestock pastures for 
grazing purposes. 

But an inspection carried out by the ’ ain Administration tor the Organization of 
Kolkhoz Affairs of the RSFSR Ministry of Agriculture, in a number of autonomous 
republics and oblasts of the Russian Federation, has revealed that tull use is still 
not being made of the opportunities available on the private plots for increasing 
the production of agricultural products. This is explained by the fact that the 
local organs are not devoting proper attention to this important problem, they are 
tolerating reductions in the number of animals on the private plots, they are not 
taking strong action with regard to ensuring that the livestock have feed and 
pastures at their disposal and they are not satisfying completely the requirements 
of the population for young livestock and noultry. As yet, the problem of 
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shepherds grazing the private livestock of kolkhoz members still remains open and 
this is delaying the devélopment of animal husbandry. 


For these reasons alone, considerable reductions have taken place during the past 

few years in the number of large-horned cattle, sheep and goats on private plots in 
the nonchernozem zone of the RSFSR. Recently in Viladimirskaya Oblast, for exampie, 

an average of only one half quintal of coarse feed has been allocated annually from 
the public funds for each kolkhoz farmyard. Roughly the same type of support in the 
form of feed is being made available for the privately owned livestock in Kaluzhskaya, 
Yaroslavskaya, Pskovskaya and a number of other oblasts. Thus it is by no means an 
accident that reductions are taking place on the private plots both in the number of 
animals being maintained and in the production of milk and meat. 


Letters of Criticism Aired

/Text/ More than a year has passed since publication of the 
resOlution of the CC CPSU and the USSR Council of Ministers 
entitled "Additional Measures for Increasing the Production of 
Agricultural Products on the Private Plots of Citizens." Using 
a village soviet as an example, we decided to examine this 
situation in the interest of determining what actions have 

been taken towards implementing this resolution. The ‘Day of 
an Open Letter,'' conducted by the Editorial Board of Sovetskaya 
Rossiya jointly with the Kurskiy Rayon Party Committee in 
Kurskaya Oblast, at the Kolkhoz imeni XX Parts"yezda, was 
dedicated to searching for and analyzing those reserves which 
are available for developing the private farms and improving 
the food supply tor the population. 


“Full use is stili not being made of the potential afforded by the private plots 
rer increasing the production of products. It is sufficient to state that more 
than 4,600 farmyards of kolkhoz members and manual and office workers -- practically 
cne out of every four in the rayon -- do not have any livestock whatsoever." 


(Extract from a speech by M.P. Avdeyev, 
secretary of the Kurskiy Rayon CPSU 
Committee) 


No dilemma exists today in the rural ar ss as to whether or not one should operate 
a private plot or maintain private livestock. The Kurskiy Rayon CPSU Committee 
and the Correspondence Center of SOVETSKAYA ROSSIYA have received more than 170 
.etters from residents of the village soviet, on the territory of which the Kolkhoz 
meni XX Parts"yezda is located. The letters were received following posting of 
.he announcement "Day of an Open Letter," the subject of this present article. 
‘hese letters contained almost 400 questions, recommendations and comments. An 
_nteresting fact -- only in one letter was doubt expressed concerning the need for 
developing the private plots. The overwhelming majority of people are aware that 
by raising livestock and poultry under domestic conditions and maintaining 
wardens, they are performing useful state work. 
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However, there is another obvious fact. The organization of private plots must 
conform to the present level of social deveiopment in the rural areas, to the 
increasing levels of education and culture and to the interests of the residents. 
it must. But what happens in actual practice? For example, let us take a milkmaid 
working at a kolkhoz mechanized animai husbandry complex. She is not concerned 
either with the delivery of feed or the removal of farmyard manure. But at home she 
must use a pitchfork. At the complex there are automatic watering bowls and 
washing areas. But at home she must use a yoke and paiis and follow an ice-covered 
and distant path to a pond in order to water her cow. Quite often the electric 
lignt in a barn on the private plot is switched off. Yes and the facility itself 
for domestic livestock is at times considered to be an unsolved problem. For 
example, here is what teacher S.V. Novikov wrote: 


"J would have taken a young kelkhoz bull for fattening or young pigs. But this is 
the fourth year that I have been building a barn for the livestock. This is my own 
extended construction project -- the required construction materials are not 
available." 


Those participating in the meeting directiy related the problems concerned with 
civic improvements in the rural areas and improving domestic services for the 
population to the problem under discussion -~- development of the private plots. 
ond proper credit must be given to those rayon and oblast leaders in attendance 
who displayed a good understanding of these problems. 


The director of the central electrical networks of the Kurskenergo Association, 
V.A. Pol'shinskiy, after having explained the reasons for the interruptions in 
electric power supply, promised that in the near future the electric power line 
leading to the kolkhoz's villages would be replaced and the substations repaired. 
For a week's time, the chief of the rayon communications terminal, V.G. Ivanov, 
requested that the problem be solved by creating a post office and savings bank in 
the village. "In May -- in June at the latest -- a water supply line will be 
placed in operation" stated the ehairman of the kolkhoz V.T. Rykunov. The deputy 
chief of the Kursk Transport Administration, N.F. Volokitin, stated that 
"commencing next week'' the movement schedules for motor buses will be examined and 
those runs abolished earlier but still deemed suitable for the village's residents 
will be restored. The chairman of the rayon executive committee, V.G. Boldin, 
explained that the construction of a new school has been included in the plan for 
1983. 


Compared to these problems, providing individually owned barns would seem 

to be a small matter. However, consoling replies to their letters were not received 
by teacher S.V. Novikov (we have already quoted his letter), by an individual with 
the same surname A.Ye. Novikov, who wrote: "If the koikhoz had furnished assistance 
in the construction of a barn, IL would have acquired livestock and undertaken to 
fatten a young kolkhoz bull," or by carpenter V.A. Dmitriyev, who wrote: "The 

barn would be filled up in the twinkling of an eye." 


It you please, there were no letters in connection with the "Day of an Open 
Letter'' that did not touch upon the feed problem in one way or another. Nor is 
the problem one of polarity of the points of view with respect to supplying the 
private plots with feed. For example, kolkhoz member N.V. Abramov, mailman 

A.Il. Yelagina and machine operator Ye.V. Pronskiy categorically maintain that the 
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teed supply work has been organized in a very poor manner. Driver A.N. Potapova 
ni calfmaid T.M. Durneva are guite pleased with the existing situation. 


Why such different evaluations? The kolkhoz and village soviet are actively 
introducing into daily practice the transferring of large-horned cattle and swine 
over to residents of the village for fattening on a contractual basis. Last year, 
for example, 250 head of large-horned cattle and 213 swine were fattened on che 
private plots of the kolkhoz members. The required amounts of hay, mixed feed and 
so forth were allocated and issued for this purpose. With regard to ensuring that 
the livestock are supplied with feed, particularly the privately owned livestock, 
the koikhoz still lacks an efficient system for stimulating the people into 
acquiring a cow, heifer or young pig. 


Here is the letter sent in by carpenter V.A. Dmitriyev: "My tract for obtaining 

hay is located 10 kilometers from my home. After the hay has been mown, I lack the 
means for transporting it. It lies out in the rain and decays. Cannot some thought 
be given to the problem of centralized supply of hay for those livestock owners who 
supply the state with meat? And why is hay given only for meat? -- such was the 
question raised by M.T. Tolmachev at the site. "I am unable to deliver the meat and 
cannot take it to the market. But I delivered 1,500 liters of milk and received 
only srams of mixed feed." 


Here, at the site, both by “way of an exception" and by ‘way of incentive," the 
chairman of the oblpotrebsoyuz authorized 2-3 quintals of mixed feed to be sold to 
Tolmacheva. ‘The chairman of the kolkhoz assured V.A. Dmitriyev that "the kolkhoz 
had allocated and in the future would allocate transport equipment for shipping the 
feed and that the administration would provide assistance to individual pensioners 
who truly were unable to procure feed." 


Certainly, the fact that urgent problems are being solved on the spot is deserving 
of praise. It is also praiseworthy that individual pensioners will not be 
forgotten. But these assurances give rise to the following thought: will they 
eliminate the current feed procurement method, by which, as V. F. Novikov writes, 
"each individual must help himself from a difficult situation as best he can''? 


‘So that more kolkhoz members will have livestock and so that they will not have 
to travel to the city for sausage, public farming must be developed. If the 
kolkhoz has feed--then feed will be available to the kolkhoz members." 


(From a speech by carpenter F.V. Pakhomov) 


The chairman of the kolkhoz V.T. Rykunov reported to those participating in the 
meeling, on an efiicient program for supplying feed to the private plots. By spring, 
vork will be completed with regard to regulating the private plot land. All tracts 
ot land abandoned earlier by owners who departed the village, vacant land and 

waste land areas will be merged into a single tract of land and thereafter plowed 
und sown in fodder beets and perennial grasses. arly in the spring they will be 
divided up and presented for further cultivation and harvesting of the crop by the 
owners Of private livestock. 


the administration will carry out the work required for improving feed support for 
the public livestock. In particular, meadow fescue, which furnishes low yields on 
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local lands, will gradually be removed from the feed fields and replaced by alfalfa, 
clover and sainfoin. Today the farm already has an adequate supply of seed for 
these fodder grasses. 


Certainly, these organizational agronomica]l measures are producing definite results. 
But another factor is also beyond dispute -- success in carrying out these measures 
must be ensured by the personnel. And their contribution to the overall task is 
yreatly dependent upon the status of affairs in the private economy. It is not 
unlike a closed cirele. 


“Sach ot us experiences great difficulties in procuring chicks. Their nearest sales 
point is some 80 kilometers distant. The entire village rushes there on the sales 
day. The villaye is empty. A great amount of working time is lost."

“At our kolkhoz, the private Livestock must be grazed in turns. And what happens? 
You arrive in the office -- where is the bookkeeper? 'He will not be here today -- 
he is grazing livestock. Come again tomorrow.’ The livestock are grazed by 
machine operators and milkmaids. The equipment lies idle and on the farm they 
urgently search for a replacement. Is this really how the work should be handled?" 
V.R. Shinshikova, milkmaid 


The personnel raise personal questions in these letters. But one sees in them a 
direct association with the overall status of affairs at the kolkhoz. The farm is 
lagginy,, vehind and it is doing poorly in terms of many indicators. And the kolkhoz 
members are obviously correct when they cite confusion in the private sector as one 
reason for this. How can this be? Could it be that the author of the anonymous 
letter was riyht when he stated that the building up and strengthening of the 
private plots tend to disrupt discipline and order at the kolkhoz? 


Certainly not. A strengthening of the private plots does not disrupt discipline, 
nor does it distract the personnel from general kolkhoz concerns. Rather, it is 
shortcomings in the work of certain rayon organizations that give rise to these 
problems. 


Here is a typical example. 
'? slaughtering specialist is included in_your zone" the director of the 

procurement office of the raypotrebsoyuz /rayon union of consumer's societies/, 
M.D. Bannikov, cited his last name, "The complaints must be addressed to him." 


The audience met this "advice'' with bitter grins. 


The individual was assigned to a particular sector. It would seem that there 
would be no problem. However, due to his age and his "ill health," as his 

old neighbor prompted from the audience--information apparently unimportant to 
the leader... 


/, detail is recalied. At this meeting, we sat alongside the secretary of the 
Kurskiy Rayon Party Committee Mikhail Petrovich Avdeyev. It must be confessed that 
he possessed an excellent knowledge of all those in attendince in the hall. 
Regardless of who spoke, from the tribune or simply a retort from the audience -- 
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be it a leader, an old man or a woman -- he would whisper to us the individual's 
first, middle and iast names and also his position, so that there would be no 
iistake.. 


Certainly, the director oi the procurement office was not expected to have such 
information ready at hand. Different people have different memories. But one 
should know who is working and who is not working and also who is assigned to one's 
department. Lf not on the basis of personal contacts, then at least based upon 
-eports and summaries. f[s it possible that Comrade Bannikov failed to pay attention 
co the fact that from the villages, the residents of which work at the Kolkhoz imeni 
AX Parts"yezaa, considerably fewer individuals entered his organization than did 
their neighbors. 


‘he director of the procurement office approached the tribune for the purpose of 
addressing the foilowing letters: 


‘Many kolkhoz members are throwing the pelts from slaughtered animals onto the 
reiuse pits. Is it not possible to organize the acceptance of pelts at least 2-3 
times annually on the spot?"

In her statement, teacher S.A. Kovalenko discussed almost the same subject: 


"Komsomol meetings were held at the school. The youth were convinced that it was 
in the peneral interest to breed rabbits. However, despite the fact that they were 
convinced, an unsolvable problem arose -- what was to be done with the pelts. The 
peits must be valued and youth must be valued to ensure that they don't succumb 

to the numbing effects of irresponsibility, indifference and mismanagement. 


There will be a new individual at the kolkhoz who will furnish assistance to an 
elderiy persen or unskilled individual in slaughtering a young bull, dressing it, 
ielivering it te a store of consumer cooperation or shipping it to the market. A 
ceceiving point will be opened where the people can turn over their meat (a facility 


fas sought on the spot in connection with the "Day of an Open Letter"), a special 
ehicle will be sent out on a regular basis for collecting the pelts and skins and 
there will be many more new developments. Comrade Bannikov reassured the kolkhoz 


wembers in this regard and promises were given by the leaders of the obipotrebsoyuz, 
oplan /obiast planning commission/, Ptitseprom Trust, the oblast veterinary 
ervice and other respected organizations. Moreover, these promises were not just 
eaningless words. 


.€£ you please, only one question remained open -- construction work on the private 
plots. In his statement, the chairman of the kolkhoz announced: "The administration 
ss rendered and will continue to render assistance in the construction of 
‘acilities for livestock and poultry.” He cited figures: "Over a period of 2 years, 
— cubic meters of board and 1,720 sheets of slate were allocated to meet the 
irevents of the private plots." But what meaning does 32 cubic meters have for 
most 900 farmyards and for a period of 2 years? More meaningful figures were 
1lc4 in the reports delivered by representatives of obplan, raypotrebsoyuz and 
Dblsel'khozupravleniye /oblast agricultural administration/., But even these 
igures, reflecting as they do the degree of support in the form of construction

Kirghiz Potential Unutilized

Rayon: ‘iltilizing the Potential of the Private Plots"/ 

/Text/ lensioner Karatay Kudaynazarov has a high quality home with outbuildings, 
similar to that possessed by all workers in our villages. A large portion of the 
orivate plot is occupied by alfalfa. To a certain extent, the harvest obtained 
enables hin satisfy the feed requirements tor his privately maintained livestock. 
Karatay maintains a cow and sheep with offspring. Their number conforms to the 

norm sect forth in the Regulations tor a Kolkhoz. The administration of the Kolkhoz 


imeni vanfilov aids its workers by supplying feed for their private livestock and 

by providing them with haying and pasture tracts. A peasant by birth, Kudaynazarov 
atisfies his own family's requirements for meat, milk and other food products. 

ie sells his sugplus products to the state. During the past year alone, 2.5 tons of 
milk were shipped to receiving points from his private plot 


here are hundreds of such farms on the territ..y of our village soviet. This 
includes the families of kolkhoz members [van Pirko and Nikolay Yepishev and manual 
workers Mariya Sulimova and Ivan Salovyy. Each of them sold more than 1 ton of 
meat to the state during 1981. The members of a rabbit raising society, pensioners 
Petr Mikhaylovich Baydin, Aleksandr Ivanovich Koiotilin and Leonid Petrovich 
Ostroukhov, by participating in rabbit production operations, are annually supplying 











the tables of city-dwellers with up to 600 kt@lograms of dietetic meat and the 
nrocessing industry with a large quantity of fur. 


If we are discussing the overall contribution to the food program made by the 
population of our village soviet, then some rather considerable figures emerge. 
During the past year, the private plots of kolkhoz members and manual and office 
workers supplied the procurement points with more than 2,500 quintals of meat, 500 
quintals of milk, 330,000 eggs and 200 quintals of wool. Never before have we sold 
such guantities cf agricultural products. 


All of this was the result of effective explanatory work in light of the decisions 
handed down during the 26th party congress and the decree of the CC CPSU and the 
USSR Council of Ministers entitled "Additional Measures for Increasing the 
Production of Agricultural Products on the Private Plots." Following these program 
documents of the party and government, the executive committee of the village soviet, 
jointly with tae administration and party organization of the Kolkhoz imeni 
Pan-ilov, adopted a number of practical measures aimed at improving the structure 

of the private plots. In particular, during meetings of the soviet's executive 
committee and the kolkhoz administration, a review was undertaken of those questions 
concerned with providing for and maintaining the livestock and tilling the private 
plots. Village gatherings were held sometime later in all five of the populated 
points. 


The discussion of this vital problem revealed that by no means are we making full 
use of the available reserves. In addition to manual and office workers in the 
popuiated points of the village soviet, many kolkhoz members are also not maintaining 
livestock or poultry. Such people, while residing in the rural areas, are procuring 
their products from stores and at the market. True, there is not an abundance of 
livestock and poultry on the private plots and yet there numbers have decreased 
considerably in recent years. This is borne out by the following figures. There 
are 2,500 farmyards on the territory of the village soviet. And there are 1,079 
head of large-horned cattle (only 27 cows among manual and office workers), 1,547 
swine and 2,657 head of sheep on the private plots. Thus the number of livestock 
being maintained by manual and office workers is rather low. This indicates that 
our villagers are not able to satisfy their own requirements for meat and milk. 


Today, with the state intensifying its concern for the private plots, a great amount 
of work is being carried out aimed at increasing the number of livestock. This is 
being, promoted best by a correct combination of the private and public farming 
economies. Thus, last year the kolkhoz soid 500 young pigs and 10,000 chicks and 
ducklings to its kolkhoz members. This year an attempt will be made to make calves 
available. In addition to pastures and haying tracts, many kolkhoz members are 
being provided with considerable quantities of coarse and concentrated feed. The 
village soviet and consumer cooperation are not remaining aloof from this important 
“ork. More than 120 tons of mixed teed have been sold to the population through 
‘heir facilities. 


cor their part, many kolkhoz members have considered it necessary to furnish what 
-ssistance they are able to to their kolkhoz in the raising of young sheep. Thus, 
in 1981, on a mutually advantageous basis, approximately 400 weak lambs were 
turned over to kolkhoz members for maturing. These animals are being maintained 
on private plots, where they are being tended in a reliable manner. 
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Despite the measures undertaken, we still have not achieved great success in 
developiny the private plots of kolkhoz members and manual and office workers, 
especially among young families and the families of agricultural specialists. They 
maintain that their unwillingness to raise livestock is the result of their heavy 
commitment to production operations, the absence of opportunities for procuring 
feed and so forth. At first glance, their arguments appear to be sound. However, 
there is more to it than this. Indeed, under the same conditions, their working 


comrades and neighbors are maintaining livestock and poultry, growing vegetables and 
engaging in orchard work and viniculture.

LAND USE, PEST PROBLEMS IN ARMENIAN PRIVATE PLOT DEVELOPMENT

iary farms of enterprises and institutions."

Soviet Armenia is a land-poor republic. We have very little fertile plain land 
rich in humis and suitable for tractors. It would seem that there are no reserves 
either. Meanwhile, we have very steep mountain slopes and we have accumulated a 
wealth of experience in their utilization for the cultivation of agricultural 
crops. In the past servants at the Tatevskiy Monastery even cultivated subtropic 
crops (pomegranates and figs) on the southern slopes of adjacent mountains and 
gathered a good fruit harvest. Residents of the Norkskoye Ravine grew many garden 
strawberries, large-fruit dogwood, apricots and cherries, whose fruit ripened on 
15 to 20 May. Nowadays there are also enthusiasts. Having removed a vast number 
of stones, they set up a subsidiary farm on slope land in the Lori Ravine. Sanain 
railroad worker pensioners grow peaches, pomegranates, figs, almonds, plums, sour 
and sweet cherries and many types of vegetables and greens on terraces. 


We have more than 10,000 hectares of slope land with a steepness of 35 to 45 deg- 
rees, which, owing to heavy erodibility and great steepness, are not utilized by 
the public sector, although the climate its beneficial and both ordinary fruit and 
subtropic crops can be grown here. Such land exists in Megrinskiy, Tumanyanskiy, 
Abovyanskiy and otner rayons and it can be utilized with a great benefit for pri- 
vate orchards and gardens of citizens if these plots are provided with water. At 
the same time, it is necessary to allocate 1,000 to 1,500 square meters of slope 
land per family and to attach them to it for many years. In this case there will 
be interest in the establishment of orchards. 


I am convinced of the effectiveness of the proposed matter. This will mean that 
we will obtain an additional quantity of fruits, vegetables, meat, milk and eggs. 
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There are especially great potentials for the utilization of slope land for pri- 
vate plots in Megrinskiy Rayon. Owing to the local climate, if it is cultivated 
and irrigated skillfully, it can ensure the highest return. Winter is mild and 
the highest amount of active temperatures is accumulated here. Very late varieties 
ripen in Megri as eariy as June. However, there is a lack of correspondence hereé, 
which can lower citizens’ interest. It is well known that extra early fruit is 
sold at a higher price, but for some reason in Megri 230 rubles are paid per ton of 
early peaches and 340 rubles per ton of medium ripening peaches. However, in neigh- 
boring Ordubadskiy Rayon, the Nakhichevanskaya ASSR, 600 rubles per ton of all 
peach varieties are paid, although their quality is inferior to that of Megri va- 
rieties. Specialists maintain that, when slope land is allocated for private or- 
chards and gardens, provided it is supplied with irrigation water, it is possible 
to obtain up to 4,000 or 5,000 tons of pomegranates, eastern persimmons and other 
fruits and more. 


This is, so to speak, the production significance of private farms. There is also 
the ecological aspect of the problem under consideration. Establishing new or- 
chards and gardens, we will make the nature surrounding us richer and the air 
cleaner. 


Private subsidiary farms of citizens are a big help in the production of agricul- 
tural products. In our republic the history of collective horticulture of workers 
and employees begins in 1966, when directive bodies adopted the decision on the 
further development of collective horticulture by workers and employees. It made 
it incumbent upon executive committees of city and rayon soviets of people's dep- 
uties, ministries and trade unions to contribute to the development of collective 
horticulture of workers and employees, allocating 500 square meters of land per 
family, especially near cities and settlements, in order to simultaneously make im- 
provements and plant greenery on this territory. Subsequently, 2,433 hectares of 
land were allocated for subsidiary farms of citizens in different rayons. This 
forms a detachment of 40,000 to 50,000 families, which with love for land and its 
rational utilization can make an appreciable contribution to the public stock of 
fruit and vegetable production. However, more than 17 years passed since the es- 
tablishment of the first horticultural collective of citizens and to this day many 
subsidiary farms are still deprived of elementary and domestic conveniences and ir- 
rigation and drinking water. The problem of pest and disease control remains un- 
solved, because chemicals are not sold to citizens and there is no help of special- 
ists for plant protection. The sale of the best varieties has not been organized. 
Therefore, haphazard seedlings or young plants are planted on plots. That is why 
some farms, instead of producers of additional products, turn into foci of repro- 
duction of pests and diseases. On private plots it is much more complicated to 
control pests than in the public sector. If the necessary measures are not taken 
promptly, great damage can be done to neighboring kolkhoz and sovkhoz orchards. 


For citizens it is a whole problem to obtain a prefabricated garden house and the 
necessary implements for the cultivation of our stony soil--strong shovels, crow- 
bars, hoes, rakes and rippers--and garden knives, pruning shears, knife files, 
pneumatic shears, sprayers, dusters, light~design garden ladders and many other 
things for cutting and treating trees. All this cannot be found in stores. Mean- 
while, production can be organized with the forces of the local industry and of 
subsidiary shops of large plants if planning bodies concern themselves with this 
promptly and managers of local enterprises show interest and initiative. 
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[t is also necessary to efficiently solve the problem of owners who for years do 
aothing on plots or grow only flowers for speculative purposes. 


The CPSU Central Committee and the USSR Council of Ministers made it incumbent upon 
party and Soviet bocies and the appropriate USSR ministries and departments to elim- 
inate the shortcomings existing in the organization of management of private sub- 
sidiary farms of citizens and permitted the USSR State Bank as of the current year 
to grant credit to workers and employees--members of horticultural associations-- 
for the purchase or construction of garden houses and for improvements of orchard 
plots totaling up to 3,000 rubles with liquidation within 10 years beginning from 
the third year after obtaining credit. 


In brief, a great deal is being done to stimulate the further development of sub- 
sidiary farms. It seems that the utilization of very steep mountain slopes is one 
of the important potentials in the solution of this problem, especially under the 
conditions of shortage of land in our republic. The time has come to deal with 
this in real earnest.

INCREASED OUTPUT, APPLICATION OF MINERAL FERTILIZER ADVOCATED

/Text/ The decisions of the 25th CPSU Congress envisage the implementation of the 
food program in our country. As Comrade L. 1. Brezhnev noted at the November (1981) 
Plenum of the CPSU Central Committee, the realization of this program requires a 
whole set of measures, which would create the conditions for a more active stimula- 
tion of the growth and increase in the intensity of agricultural production. Meas- 
ures aimed at ensuring a high effectiveness of the chemicalization agents used in 
agriculture should play an important role in this matter. 





In accordance with the decree of the CPSU Central Committee and the USSR Council of 
Ministers a unified specialized agrochemical service was established in the country 
in 1979. Jt was entrusted with the full responsibility for i scientifically sub- 
stantiated utilization of mineral and organic fertilizers, soil ameliorants, chem- 
ical and biological plant protection agents, feed additives, growth substances and 
other agricultural chemicalization agents at all kolkhozes, sovkhozes and other 
state agricultural enterprises. 


The specialized service includes 15 Sel'khozkhimiya scientific production associa- 
tions of the Union republics, 154 oblast (kray) and 3,007 rayon (interrayon) pro- 
duction associations, 206 agrochemical laboratories and planning and surveying sta- 
tions for the chemicalization of agriculture and 152 plant protection stations with 
a widely ramified network of support centers. Sel'khozkhimiya associations have 
200,000 tractors and motor vehicles, more than 450,000 units of special equipment 
and warehouse capacities making it possible to simultaneously store more than 10 
million tons of mineral fertilizers, pesticides and other chemical products de- 
signed for use on kolkhozes and sovkhozes. 


More than 42,000 people work in scientific research and planning and design insti- 
tutions, agrochemical laboratories and chemicalization and plant protection sta- 
tions and about ¥% million people are employed in the organizations of the system 
of the Soyuzsel’khozkhimiya Association. 


In order to more fully visualize the role and possibilities of the agrochemical 
service in the realization of the food program, it is necessary to cite the con- 
clusion made by scientists to the effect that under present conditions no less 
than 50 to 60 percent of the increase in the harvest of all agricultural crops is 
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med as a result of the application of chemicalization agents. Therefore, the 
concentration in the hands of the agrochemical service of one of the most powerful 
means of intensification of agricultural production requires from all its subdivi- 
sions regular and efficient work on an effective application of fertilizers and oth- 
er chemicalization agents, increase in soil fertility and provision on this basis 
of the conditions for the production of more stable and higher harvests of agricul- 
tural crops. 


\ll these are very complex tasks. Their complexity lies in the fact that, despite 
some improvement in the agrochemical properties of soil attained in the last 10 
years as a result of an increase in the volumes of application of chemicalization 
agents, the level of its fertility still remains low. Soil with an increased acid- 
ity and a iow content of exchange potassium occupies one-fourth of the arable land 
and soil with an unfavorable phosphate regime, more than 40 percent. Sizable areas 
are occupied by saline and solonets soil and eroded and erosion-dangerous land. The 
preservation and increase in the fertility of this land requires substantial mate- 
rial and labor expenditures. 


in 1980 as compared with 1971 the application of mineral fertilizers on kolkhozes 
and sovkhozes increased ].8-fold and the delivery of chemical soil ameliorants and 


plant protection agents to agriculture rose 2- and 1.6-fold respectively. 


During the 10th Five-Year Plan the average annual expenditures of kolkhozes and 
sovkhozes on mineral fertilizers totaled 3.4 biliion rubles and on plant protection 
agents, 0.6 billion rubles. Om the average, every ruble of expenditures on mineral 
fertilizers and plant protection agents was recovered with additional crop output 
worth 4 rubles. 


An analysis of the effectiveness of fertilizer application shows that the highest 
recovery of fertilizers is ensured by grain crop and cotton harvests. With regard 
te such crops as potatoes, sugar beets and vegetables, the recovery of fertilizers 


— 


with their harvest still remains low. 


The considerab!« spread of acid soil is one of the main reasons for the low effec- 
tiveness of wineral fertilizers in a number of republics and oblasts. The most un- 
Favorable situation was created on kolkhozes and sovkhozes in the Russian Federa- 
tion, especiaily in oblasts in the nonchernozem zone, as well as in Khabarovskiy 
and Primorskiy Krays and Amurskaya Oblast. This is due mainly to the low rates of 
performance of wo.k on soil liming and to the insufficient doses of application of 


lime materials. The shortage of lime materials is aggravated by the industry's 
systematic disruption of the established plan for their production, as well as by 
the late delivery of lime by railroad transport. Certain difficulties also exist 
in the performance of work on the gypsuming and reclamation cultivation of solonets 


~ 


and saline soil. 


Meanwhile, the considerable spread of soil acutely requiring chemical reclamation 
is now one of the main factors limiting the growth of the yield of agricultural 
crops and determining the low effectiveness of utilization of mineral fertilizers 
and other chemicalization agents on such soil. 


























In connection with this Sel‘'khozkhimiya associations take measures to significantly 
increase the volumes of work and to raise the fertility of acid, saline znd solo-

Rendering the necessary assistance to farms in an increase in the production and 
improvement in the quality of organic fertilizers is an important direction in the 
activity of the subdivisions of the agrochemical service. 


This is due to the fact that a decrease in humus reserves in soil has been noted 

in many soil zones in the country, including in chernozem, in the last few years. 
Such a situation is the consequence of the application of low doses of organic fer- 
tilizers and the resuit of the underestimate of the role of perennial grass and 
green manure crops in the enrichment of soil with organic substances. 


During the LOth Five-Year Plan the average annual volume of application of organic 
fertilizers, as compared with the preceding 5-year period, increased 1.3-fold, to- 


? 


talinge 788 million tons, or 3.6 tons per hectare of arable land. Kolkhozes and 
sovkhozes in the Belorussian, Latvian and Estonian SSR attained a higher level of 
application of these fertilizers (10 to 14 tons per hectare). Practical conditions 
for the maintenance of a nondeficit humus balance, as well as for a gradual in- 
crease in its content in soil, have now been created on the farms of these repub- 
lics. 


At the same time, che level of application of organic fertilizers remains low in a 
number of republics and oblasts. In 1976-1980, on the average, only 2.8 tons of 
organic fertilizers per hectare of arable land were applied on farms in the RSFSR 
and 2.) and 1.8 tons, in the Georgian and Azerbaijan SSR respectively. The doses 
of application of organic fertilizers on farms in Orlovskaya, Saratovskaya and 
some other oblasts in the country are even lower. 











fhe low quality of organic fertilizers due primarily to the lack of the necessary 
aumber of manure storage facilities causes grave concern. As a result, large vol- 
umes of manure are utilized in fresh form. This leads to great losses of nutrients 
and to the infestation of fields with seeds of weedy plants. As investigations 
show, | ton of fresh manure contains about 1.5 to 2 million weed seeds. It is well 
Known that, even when they are slightly widespread, weedy plants consume no less 
than 60 kg of nutrients per hectare from soil, that is, as mich as many farms apply 
to soil with mineral fertilizers. Therefore, the solution of the problem of im- 
provement in the quality of organic fertilizers, at the same time, is also a par- 
tial solution of the problem of increase in the effectiveness of mineral fertil- 
izers applied on kolkhozes and sovkhozes. 


Long-term farming practice shows that peat represents an important potential for 

an increase in the production and improvement in the quality of organic fertilizers. 
In 1980 kolkhozes and sovkhozes utilized 93 million tons a‘* peat, including 80 mil- 
lion tons for composting. Its remaining part was used as bedding material on live- 
stock breeding farms. 


The reserves of top peat are not yet utilized sufficiently on kolkhozes and sov- 
khozes, although a positive experience in its application has been accumulated in 
the Estonian SSR. The utilization of top peat as bedding material in terms of 1.5 
to 1.7 tons per head of large-hormed cattle a year has become the basic direction 
in its application in this republic. Its extraction in the republic is based on 
the introduction of industrial technology and is carried out by Sel 'khozkhimiya as- 
sociations, which have 9,000 hectares of prepared peat areas. Associations also 
perform work on the construction of peat sections. 


The utilization of slightly putrefied top peat as bedding improves the sanitary 
conditions of animal keep and, at the same time, contributes to an increase in the 
production and improvement in the quality of organic fertilizers. According to 
the data of the Estonian Scientific Research Institute of Animal Husbandry and Vet- 
erinary Science, the use of 1 ton of peat bedding ensures under the conditions in 
the republic the derivation of 19.7 rubles of net income. In 1980 an efficient 
utilization of peat resources made it possible to increase the application of or- 
ganic fertilizers to 12 tons per hecture of arable iand, which amounted to 139 kg 
of nutrients. For the sake of comparison we will say that 227 kg of nutrients per 
hectare of sown area were applied with mineral fertilizers on the republic's farms 
in i980. 


In the country there are many examples of good work on the accumlation, prepara- 

tion and effective application of organic fertilizers. In the RSFSR on poor soil 

in the nonchernozem zone the Kolkhoz imeni Razumovskiy in Gor'kovskaya Oblast, the 
Krasnyy Dobrovolets Kolkhoz in Smolenskaya Oblast and the Rodina Kolkhoz in Volo- 

sodskaya Oblast, as a result of a systematic application of 12 to 15 tons of high- 
quality organic fertilizers per hectare of arable land, stably obtain 40 quintals 

of grain, 200 quintals of potatoes and 500 quintals of fodder root crops per hec- 

tare. 


An efficient utilization of organic fertilizers produces good results on the Kol- 
khoz imeni Uritskiy, Gomel'skiy Rayon Gomel'skaya Oblast, which has a livestock 
breeding complex for the fattening and increase in the size of young large-horned 
cattle for 10,000 head. This farm annually utilizes more than 100,000 tons of 


a1 























high-cuality organic fertilizers, which amounts to 43 tons per hectare of arable 
land. A solid fraction of nonbedding manure, to which peat meal is added in the 
ratio i:i, is used here for the preparation of composts. As a result of a system- 
atic application of high doses of compests and their skillful combination with the 
application of mineral fertilizers the farm stably obtains up to 50 quintals of 
grain, 400 quintals of green corn fodder and more than 300 quintals of green an- 
nual grass fodder per hectare. 


The positive experience of these and many other farms very convincingly points to 
the great potentials for increasing the effectiveness of organic fertilizers, rais- 
ing their production and improving their quality as a result of the construction 

of manure storage facilities, preparation of peat-manure and other composts, ex- 
pansion of the extraction and application of sapropels and a fuller utilization of 
the waste of municipal services. 


During the lith tive-Year Plan Sel'khozkhimiya associations are greatly increasing 
the volumes of work on the extraction of peat, preparation of peat-manure composts, 
delivery of organic fertilizers to fields and their application to soil. Provision 
is made for the establishment of specialized subdivisions for the performance of 
preparatory work on the extraction of peat and sapropels and the preparation and 
application of organic fertilizers in the structure of associations. 


At the same time, the task of organizing shops for the preparation of organic fer- 
tilizers on every kolkhoz and sovkhoz is set. This will make it possible to en- 
sure the fullest utilization of all the existing local potentials for an increase 
in the production of organic fertilivers, such as peat, peaty tuff, poultry manure, 
sapropels and other materials. Sown areas under green manure crops are to be ex- 
panded considerably on light soil. A successful implementation of these measures 
will contribute to an increase in soil fertility and, at the same time, will be a 
serious prerequisite for a more rational application of mineral fertilizers. 


The experience of advanced farms shows that the application of mineral fertilizers 
with due regard for the agrochemical properties of soil on each individual field 

or section, biological characteristics of the cultivated crop and the planned level 
of its yield is one of the basic conditions for their high effectiveness. 


In order to provide all farms with tne information necessary for the implementa- 
tion ot scientifically substantiated planning and application of fertilizers, plan- 
ning and surveying stations and agrochemical laboratories periodically conduct an 
agrochemical examination of soil and prepare cartograms and recommendations for 

the utilization of chemicalization agents for every farm. The third soil examina- 
tion cycle is now nearing conclusion in most of the country's regions and the 
fourth cycle has begun in some of them. The application of fertilizers according 
to pians drawn up with the use of computers on the basis of the program packages 
developed by the agrochemical service became widespread in the country. Planning 
estimates for work on soil liming and phosphoriting, as well as for some other 
types of agrochemical work, were introduced into agricultural production everywhere. 
At present measures are taken to change over from a 5-7- to 3-4-year periodicity of 
agrochemicai soil examination and to expand the list of the indicators determined 
in this case. 

















The volumes of work on the use of diagnostic methods of controlling the mineral 
nutrition of agricultural plants carried out by planning and surveying stations are 
expanding. A wide introduction of these methods will make it possible to greatly 
increase the effectiveness of mineral fertilizers used for the topdressing of 
flants. 


Sel'khozkhimiya associations are expanding local techniques of application of min- 
eral fertilizers and introducing methods of obtaining programmed harvests of agri- 
cultural crops into production. Much attention is given to a reduction in the 
losses of mineral fertilizers during transportation and storage through the use of 
special and adapted transport facilities for their delivery. At the same time, an 
extensive construction program is being carried out. It envisages the commission- 
ing of warehouses for chemical products of a total capacity of 15.7 million tons 
for one-time storage during the current 5-year period. 


Overall programs for an increase in soil fertility for the llth Five-Year Plan and 
a more distant future are now being developed in republics, oblasts, rayons and 
farms. 


In this respect the experience of kolkhozes and sovkhozes in the Belorussian SSR 

is positive. As a result of an intensive and scientifically substantiated applica- 
tion of lime materials and organic and mineral fertilizers soil fertility has risen 
considerably here. 


For the purpose of further land cultivation and on this basis provision of an in- 
crease in the yield of agricultural crops an overall program for a rise in soil 
fertility for 1981-1985 has been developed and is being implemented in the republic. 
It envisages the creation of a nondeficit humus balance with a gradual transition 
to an increase in its content in soil, intensification of the rates of acid soil 
liming, increase in the doses of applied lime materials and rise in the effective- 
ness of fertilizers and other chemicalization agents. Problems connected with the 
development and strengthening of the material and technical base of Sel'khozkhimiya 
associations, as one of the main conditions for the implementation of the outlined 
program previding for the further rise in the yield of agricultural crops on kol- 
khozes and sovkhozes, occupy an important place in ‘the program. 


Similar programs have now been developed in alli the Union republics and the subdi- 
visions of the specialized agrochemical service play a leading role in their im- 
plementation. From the very first days of their establishment Sel'khozkhimiya as- 
sociations have persistently increased the volumes of performed agrochemical work 
and taken the necessary measures to improve its quality. Associations in the Kir- 
ghiz, Turkmen, Kazakh and Georgian SSR increased the volumes of services provided 
to farms 1.5- to 2-fold as compared with the preceding year. Many associations in 
the RSFSR and in the Ukrainian, Belorussian and some other Union republics began 
to work much better. 


At present the subdivisions of the agrochemical service are performing all the vol- 
umes of work in the country on the extraction of local lime and gypsum-containing 
materials and on the application of anhydrous ammonia and 95 percent of the volume 
of work on chemical soil reclama‘ion. They account for about 60 percent of the 
peat procured for fertilizers, more than 40 percent of the delivery and 30 percent 
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of the application of organic fertilizers and 28 and 24 percent of the total volume 
of work on the application of mineral fe.tilizers and plant protection agents re- 
spectively. Even higher targets have been set for the subsequent years of the cur- 
rent five-year plan. At the same time, provision is made not only for a sharp in- 
crease in the volumes of work on agrochemical services for kolkhozes and sovkhozes, 
but also for a significant improvement in its quality, which ultimately determines 
an effective application of chemicalization agerts. 


For the purpose of improving the system of economic relations of Sel'khozkhimiya 
associations with kolkhozes, sovkhozes and other state agricultural enterprises 
measures are now being developed for financial interest on the part of agrochemical 
service workers in an increase in the yield of agricultural crops on the serviced 
farms. The Standard Statute on the Award of Bonuses to Workers and Managerial En- 
gineering and Technical Personnel of rayon (interrayon), oblast, kray and republic 
(ASSR) Sel'khozkhimiya associations was approved. In accordance with this statute 
bonuses to the enumerated categories of workers are paid not only for the fulfiil- 
ment and overfulifillment of production assignments, but also in an equal share for 
an increase in the volume of crop output on the serviced farms as compared with 

the average level attained during the preceding 3 to 5 years. With such a material 
incentive system the subdivisions of the agrochemical service become the equal part- 
ners of farms in their difficult labor directed toward the production of high and 
s. ole harvests of agricultural crops from every field.
